WICKLOW COPPER MINE COMPANY. 


The ordinary half-yearly meeting of shareholders was held at the 

offices, 113, Grafton-street, Dublin, on Oct. 26, 
Mr. THOMAS HONE in the chair. 

Mr. WM. 8S. KILDAUHL (secretary) read the report of the directors, 
which appeared in last week’s Journal. 

The CHAIRMAN, having moved the adoption of the report and state- 
ment of accounts, said he had again, he regretted to say, to express 
disappointment at not being able to bring before the meeting a more favourable 
Sarees. mess however, they were somewhat prepared for that on a former 
occasion. 
not expect to return to their future prosperity. In this half-year their profits 
were but 46711., against 56001. last half-year. This was owing principally to the 
decrease they were obliged to make in their prices at the commencement of this 
half-year. The price was reduced from 18s. to 16s. The competition of foreign 
pyrites had more or less interfered with their profits. During a portion of the 
half-year the demand for pyrites was dull indeed, but during the latter portion 
it had improved considerably, and the demand was, in fact, very good. As 
fast as they could bring it up to Kingstown during a portion of the half-year 
tavod shipping orders. They had raised 21,005 tons this half-year, against 

; 0G vers last half-year. This half-year their raisings of ordinary pyrites was 

»’290 tous, against 17,000 tons last half-year; but, on the other hand, they in- 
“veased their raisings of iron ore from 2000 tons to 7600 tons, this ore being in 
fair demand, The company had such a large stock of pyriteson hand that they 
thought it better to sell their iron ore, and not increase the stock of ordinary 
pyrites. The profits had decreased in the half-year owing to the decreased price 
of pyrites. The expense of the company had been kept proportionately low in 
every way. The outstanding ores of the present half-year amounted to 41,600 
tons. Last half-year it was 36,000 tons, and without explanation this would be, 
perhaps, unsatisfactory. Last half-year they had only about 5000 tons of that 
ore sold. Now they had only 10,000 tons on hand unsold. There was also an 
item in the carriage and shipping accounts which required a little explanation. 
Last half-year the amount was 61541, credited to the account, to provide for the 
carriage and shipping of the ores on hand, whereas this half-year the sum to 
credit was only 58321. This was owing to their having brought down a great 
portion of ore to Arklow, to be ready for shipping at any moment. They had 
paid the railway carriage on it, and the sum appeared smaller than the last 
half-year, although the tonnage; on hand was much larger. This half-year they 
delivered altogether 17,100 tons. That was in excess of their raisings by about 
4600 tons. This would show that the demand was very good indeed this half- 
year, and the only thing they regretted was that the price did not advance in 
proportion. It had been asked how it happened that their taxes had increased 
this half-year, whilst their profits were so much smaller than this time last year. 
That was owing to the fact that the county cess and income tax were always 
collected in arrear, and their profits this year were very much smaller than last. 
They would now expect him to say a word with regard to the foreign ore. There 
was no doubt it was interfering materially with the price of their ore. The 
competition amongst those mines themselves was extraordinary. They had re- 
duced their prices, he believed unnecessarily, and some of them were even sell- 
ing at unremunerative prices. The importations of foreign ore for 1867 were 
273,000 tons, and for the eight months of the current year they were 160,000 
tons; and, allowing 40,000 tons for the remaining four months, they would have 
200,000 tons for 1868, which would show a deficiency of 73,000 tons. In adopting 
these figures he believed he was taking the very maximum that would be im- 
ported this year, inasmuch as the first eight months were the busiest for the 
importation of ore. In the years 1866 and 1867, when there were the largest 
importations of foreign ore, theircompany had most prosperous times, and that 
facs proved that there was room both for foreign and Irish ores. He believed 
there was room for them all when the trade revived. He referred also to the 
resident director’s report. He believed he would bear him out when he said 
that their mine was never in a more prosperous state for the production of ore, 
both as regards quantity and quality. He forgot to mention that this half-year 
their expenses would have been somewhat less only that they had to raise their 
ores at a much higher percentage. Of the pyrites raised last half-year 12,500 
tons would be equal to 15,000 tons of what they had previously raised. They 
thought it prudeut to send it into market, so as to give their friends the best 
value they could. He was glad to notice the formation of new alkali works. 
They gave ground at Arklow for one, on very liberal terms, and he believed they 
would be good customers for thecompany. If the alkali workers got good value 
they would find it their interest to buy at home. There was an establishment 
of this kind at Wicklow, near completion, belonging to private individuals. 
They had expectations of the harbour there being improved. Someof the lead- 
ing gentry, including Lord Proby, were seeking a loan from Government to 
improve it, and improvement was very much required, particularly when new 
manufactories were starting in the neighbourhood. It would be a material 
benefit not only to those manufactories, but to the fishing interest. He hoped 
the Government would do something in the matter, and this company would 
deal very liberally in the matter, as far as their interest in it was concerned, 
He regretted the loss the company had sustained in Mr. Edward Wright, who 
had changed his residence to England. That gentleman had been connected 
with the company between thirty and forty years, and was instrumental in 
keeping it together when at very low ebb indeed. Lie and his family retained 
a large interest in the company. Mr. Worthington, one of the auditors, had 
been elected in his place, and Dr. Edward P. Wright had been placed in the 
position thus rendered vacant. He (the Chairman) regretted that the labourers 
at the mines had not taken advantage of the cottages built for them as gene- 
rally as could be wished. These cottages were large, and consisted of four 
rooms, and the labourers preferred living in a cabin, at the same rent as they 
would pay in a cottage, whilst they had only one room. Those who had gone 
to the cottages were living very comfortably. It was intended at one time to 
build additional cottages, but, of course, that was put out of the minds of the 
directors for the present. The labourers were in a very comfortable condition, 
and were earning large wages. The schools provided for their children were a 
source of great comfort to the peasants. The reserve fund had enabled the 
company to carry on the mines in a very efficient way. It amounted to about 
24,0001, They had no reason to press their ores unnevessarily, and they were 
working the mine without having to go into debt. It was a soure of gratifica- 
tion that they had made no bad debts. The company since its formation had 
laid out a quarter of a million of money in giving employment, and returned 
this since, although the original subscribed capital was only 30,0002. 

Mr. BARTON seconded the motion, which was adopted. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. CHAYTOR, a dividend at the 
rate of 20 per cent. per annum (5s, per share), free of income tax, was declared. 

Messrs. Edward Barnes and Thomas Worthington were re-elected directors, 
on the motion of the CHAIRMAN, seconded by Mr. HUGHES; and Mr. Robert 
Callwell was re-elected auditor. 

Mr. HuGHES said there had been a steady increase of taxation within the 
three preceding half-years, and he did not know how that was the case, except 
it arose from excessive valuation. The same thing had occurred in kindred 
companies, and a reduction had been obtained on application. 

The CHAIRMAN gaid the directors had it in view to apply for a reduction, 

On the motion of Mr. WILSON, seconded by Mr. ALLEY, a vote of thanks was 
passed to the directors, and the meeting terminated. 


PENDEEN CONSOLS MINING COMPANY, 


A general meeting of shareholders was held at the London Tavern, 
Bishopsgate, on Tuesday,—Mr. CooMBs in the chair, 

Mr. COHEN (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting, 
and the minutes of the last were confirmed. 

A statement of accounts for the three months ending Sept. showed 
a loss of 5637, 5s. 6d. The balance against the mine was 5877. Os. 9d. 

The report of the agents stated that, although the discovery of tin 
at the engine-shaft has not so far turned out so good as expected, they had passed 
through some payable ground, and believed it was in connection with something 
better than had been yet seen. Theshaft had been pushed on, and the requisite 
work connected therewith had, with the extra material and pitwork necessary, 
entailed such a large outlay during the past quarter. They considered the in- 
dications at this point very encouraging. The bottom level north, and the 106 
south, were also on the verge of important changes, which together induced the 
agents to look at the prospects of the mine very favourably, and to believe that 
something permanently good would be met with during the ensuing quarter. 

The special report of Capt. Henry Boyns (the manager of Botallack) 
{ .ated that during the past quarter 160 fms. of ground were broken, and the value 
«; mineral which it produced is equal to 41. 6s. 3d. per fathom. Aslightimprove- 
ment in the quality of the lode, or a larger quantity of tin ground laid open so 
as to increase the returns, would place the mine in circumstances to pay its work- 
ing cost. The mine isin good working condition, and is being explored ina 
thoroughly legitimate mining manner. 

The CHAIRMAN said that although the accounts and report just 
submitted placed the shareholders in possession of all the information the com- 
mittee had to communicate, yet he should be glad to reply to any question that 
might be put. 

Mr. JounPHt said it was his full intention to move that the accounts should 
not be passed and allowed, had they been framed in the manner hitherto sub- 
mitted. He found upon reference to former statements that when a profit was 
realised it was always so stated, and why now that a loss was being incurred it 
Was not so stated it was impossible for him to divine. His opinion was that 
when a loss was sustained it should be so stated, just the same as when a profit 
was realised. Thebalance-sheet shows that there was a large amount of arrears 
of call, but according to the accounts assubmitted it would seem that the larger 
this item became the better was the position of the mince. He was glad to see, 
however, that the accounts were so far submitted so as to showthe extent of the 
adverse balance, and he urged that the meeting should meet the matter boldly 
by making a call sufficient to liquidate the whole of the liabilities. As he was 
but asmall shareholder, he could not largely participate in any success the mine 
might eventually realise, but, on the other hand, he was lable equally with the 
largest shareholder to be called upon to pay the company’s debts ; therefore, he 
contended it was more to his interest as a very small shareholder to do all in his 
power to prevent liabilities to accrue than if he were the largest shareholder in 
the mine, because while his (Mr. Joseph’s) proportion was equitably small, his 
legal liability was equal to the largest shareholder in the mine. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the committee had left no stone unturned in their 
endeavours to recover the arrears of call, but some, there was no doubt, was 
irrecoverable. Until however, the shares were forfeited, he held the committee 
were bound to treat those arrears as an asset. 

Mr. JOHN FIELD said his complaint against the form in which the accounts 
was submitted had been of very long standing, and he was glad to find that at

entered on the minutes; that the accounts be passed and allowed ; and that in 
future the report and accounts be focw_rded to the shareholders prior to the 
general meetings.

CHONTALES GOLD AND SILVER MINING COMPANY. 


The third ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the 
London Tavern, Bishopsgate, on Thursday, 

The Right Hon, the Earl NELSON in the chair, 

Mr. J. JAMESON TRURAN (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. 

The report of the directors (an abstract of which appeared in last 
week's Journal) stated that they had the satisfaction of informing the share- 
holders that, by the prompt exertions and good judgment with which Mr. Belt 
carried out the instructions entrusted to him, the affairs of the company have 
been much ameliorated, and the prospects of the mines under his management 
offer every reasonable ground for speedy and profitable success, The additional 
funds at present raised by the debentures amount to 11,0101., the instalments 
upon which have enabled the directors to meet all engagements without the 
least derangement to their financial requirements. Mr. Belt has considered it 
desirable to denounce some mines contiguous to the company’s property, and for 
which he has taken the necessary legal measures for registration. He has also 
thought it advisable to recommend the purchase of two mines within the 
boundary of the company’s possessions, to which the directors have acceded, as 
their acquisition would greatly economise the general working of the whole pro- 
perty. Further information respecting these properties will, for obvious rea- 
sons, be deferred until the next half-yearly meeting of the shareholders ; itmay, 
however, be stated that the total purchase money will be under 30001. The dl- 
rectors, having regard to the improved prospects of the mines, and the favour- 
able estimate Mr. Belt feels himself justified to make, have determined for the 
present not to accept applications for the issue of debentures beyond the total 
amount of 15,0001, In order, therefore, to expedite the supply of machinery suf- 
ficient to enable the mines to be worked upon the large scale contemplated, as 
well as to complete the purchase of the mines above referred to, the directors 
are prepared to receive applications for the further sum of 39901. in mortgage 
- debentures, so as to make the total of the debenture loan subscribed for to amount 
to the sum of 15,0007. 

The half-yearly report of Mr. Thomas Belt stated that he had great 
pleasure in presenting it, as he was able to express a most favourable opinion 
upon the future prospects of the company. Whilst he reports that the average 
value of the ore per ton is much less than was anticipated, and that some of the 
lodes are unprofitable, he has, on the other hand, the satisfaction to assure the 
shareholders that, taking into account some important discoveries made during 
the past six months, there is a practically unlimited supply of ores of moderate 
but profitable value. As to the surface works, Mr. Belt remarks that during 
the past six months there has been erected a battery of 12 stamps and amal- 
gamating apparatus at San Domingo, and have moved the 20-horse power steam- 
engine up from Pavon to drive it. During the past month there have been 
stamped 1172 tons of ore. Most of this was from runs in the old mines, and was 
mixed with clay. With the ordinary run of ore from the mines, they will be 
able to stamp fully 1000 tons of ore monthly with each 12 heads of stamps. The 
ores are not only easily reduced, but the gold is readily obtained. It amalga- 
mates with mercury at the first opportunity, and in consequence they obtain 
nearly all the yield from the copper plates immediately below thestamps. They 
are erecting 12 more stamps to be attached to the steam-engine, and expect to 
get them to work by the end of October. As to the arrastras, Mr. Belt expects 
to get 12 of the 24 finished in December next, when they will be able to reduce 
3000 tons of ore monthly. It will probably take until February, 1869, before the 
other 12 (making 48 in all at San Domingo) can be finished. As the water will 
failin the dry season, Mr. Belt proposes to erect a 40-horse power engine at 
San Domingo, and is in treaty to purchase one now in Nicaragua. In addition 
to the 48 heads of stamps at San Domingo, Mr. Belt considers that 24 should be 
erected at Consuelo, to be driven by a steam-engiue. These, however, will not 
be commenced with until March in next year, as they will be fully employed 
with those at San Domingo until then. It will probably take until July, 1869, 
to get them finished. In less than 12 months, if his plans are carried out, they 
will have 72 stamps at work, and be able to reduce 6000 tons of ore monthly. 
The erection of the stamps at Consuelo will save the carriage of the ore to San 
Domingo, which costs 1s. per ton, and will effect a saving of 1007. per month on 
the 200 tons reduced. During the past half-year they have re-made 800 yards of 
the Consuelo tramway, and repaired the remainder, The new portion included 
a tunnel 44 yards long, and a viaduct 37 yards long. With the old tramway the 
cost per ton of carriage of ore from the mine to the mill was 4s.; with the new 
tramway they can convey it for ls. perton. They are now constructing a tram- 
way up the valley of San Domingo to the new lode near San Antonio West. It 
will be 800 yards long, and will intersect all the upper lodes, which may be most 
advantageously worked by means of an adit driven from the level of the tram- 
way. As to labour, Mr. Belt remarks that during the past half-year it has been 
abundant, and they have always had sufficient for their requirements. If a 
town be established in the Immediate neighbourhood, Mr. Belt believes the sup- 
ply of labour would be constant and regular. He does not expect any serious 
stoppage from want of labourers, as though they will run away during the attack 
of an epidemic, such as cholera, experience has shown that they return imme- 
diately on its subsidence. As to the general prospects of the enterprise, Mr. Belt 
states that they are most encouraging, and urges the vigorous prosecution of 
the works that he has recommended. If these should be carried out he thinks 
that the following will be a fair estimate of the receipts and expenditure during 
the ensuing 12 months, by the end of which he expects that the whole of the 
72 stamps will be at work. The estimate of returns is based on the expectation 
that during the next two months they will obtain an average of 10 dwts. per 
ton, during the following eight months 8 dwts. per ton, and in the last two 
months 7dwts. per ton. Whetherthe yield should be less or more, it still would 
be the best policy to erect the stamps that he has recommended, so long as the 
average produce left a margin of profit on the expenditure. When the works 
are completed he calculates that the expenditure may be reduced to an average 
cost of 10s. per ton of ore, and on this part of the estimate he has no doubt what- 
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Mr. Belt adds that he has not in the above estimate taken into account the work- 
ing of Pavon and the alluvial washings, both of which he hopes will prove an 
additional source of revenue. In conclusion, Mr. Belt tenders to the directors 
his thanks for the confidence they have displayed in his judgment, and for the 
unhesitating support they have rendered him by promptly sending out all his 
requirements. He has also to express his warm appreciation of the zeal and 
dillgence of the officers and men placed under his direction. 

The CHAIRMAN said that, after the statements which had emanated 
from Capt. Paul and others, he did not for a moment pretend that the 
present position of the company was that brilliant success which they 
had been led to expect ; but those who had really attended to the affairs of the 
concern, and who were aware of the sad state of things when Mr. Belt went to 
the mines, must, he (the Chairman) thought, join with the directors in their 
expression as to the comparatively satisfactory state of affairs at the present 
time. He hesitated not to say that if the directors and shareholders had not 
come forward in the way they did and subscribed for the debentures, and if the 
work carried out by Mr. Belt at the mines had not continued to be satisfactory, 
the directors might have been placed in serious difficulties; and, therefore, 
those who, like the Chairman and directors, thoroughly appreciated the then 
condition of matters, could now rejoice in the altered circumstances. He (the 
Chairman) firmly believed that the whole of the difficulties had been tided over, 
a perfect transition having taken place from a state of extravagant expectation 
—which no power of the directors could in any way mitigate—to a practical 
view of a pretty certain success, (Hear, hear.) It was perfectly true they 
would not realise those fabulous profits which were indicated at the outset, 
although there was ground to hope that some of those better qualities of ore 
might yet be discovered ; but the directors’ confidence in the remunerative suc- 
cess of the mines was based upon the fact that ever since Mr. Belt had occupied 
his position of manager his statements had been fully verified. Although when 
Mr. Belt first went out he was cried out against, because he talked of so many 
pennyweights instead of so many ounces of gold per ton, yet Mr, Belt had been 
consistent throughout ; and he (the Chairman) believed there was a great suc- 
cess to be realised by the company, from returning large quantities of the stuff 
which Mr. Belt pledged himself was in the mines, There was no doubt, if Mr. 
Belt erred at all, it was on the non-sanguine side, Mr. Belt had that character 
among those who knew him best, and therefore results might turn out to be 
even more satisfactory than those indicated in his report. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr, Belt’s estimates were, of course, based upon the supposition that his efforts 
would be thoroughly seconded by the directors ; and, before asking the meeting 
to adopt the report, he thought it right to give some idea of what had been 
done with the 12 heads of stamps originally sent out, and which Captain Paul 
never used, because he considered the arrastras the better of the two. Mr. 
Belt, however, had not only used thosestamps, but requested that 24 more heads 
should be immediately sent out, which by this time were at the mines, and half 
of them in active operation. Upon the receipt of the report now in the hands 
of the shareholders the directors immediately ordered 12 additional stamps. 
He had merely mentioned this to show that the board were fully prepared todo 
everything in their power to assist Mr. Belt to carry out his estimates. (Hear, 
hear.) Although the cost of the additional machinery was not mentioned in 
Mr. Belt’s report, yet the directors had allowed for it fully, and firmly belleved 
that the money subscribed—at all events, the smaller amount of 15,000/.—would 
be ample for all requirements. Under those circumstances, the board had de- 
cided not to receive any further tenders beyond the 40001. to make up the 
15,0007., and even that would have been unnecessary had it not been decided to 
purchase the two mines referred to in the report ; and while upon that point 
he might mention that there was little doubt the acquisition of these mines 
would, in the long run, effect a considerable saving ; but in addition to this, the 
mines in themselves possessed value. Had it not been for this purchase, the di- 
rectors would not have asked for more than the 12,0001. of debentures already 
subscribed.

increase. It was but right to explain that would arise from additional works 
going on, such, for instance, as erecting more stamps, &c., for by that time Mr. 

As to the doc- 
tor, he was glad to be in a position to state that a duly qualified medical man 


need ; and he was happy to state that, according to the testimony of the doctor 
who had come home, as well as that of the doctor who had gone out, the health 
of Mr. Belt was perfectly restored, and the shareholders need not be under any 
fear that it was not permanently re-established.

Mr. GEORGE NOAKES, F.G.S., managing director, had much pleasure in se- 

conding the proposition, We wished it to be understood that Mr. Belt did not 
altogether pledge himself to the estimates he had given. He (Mr. Noakes) 
thought it but right to make that statement, because his (Mr. Noakes) expe- 
rience had taught him to know that it was perfectly {mpossible for any miner 
to state with exactness what would be the result of ground yet undeveloped, 
although he believed, with his lordship, that Mr. Belt had made a calm and not 
over sanguine estimate, basing his calculations upon the general average of the 
ground, so far as he had been able to ascertain it. He (Mr. Noakes) believed 
those estimates would bo realised, and, as his lordship very properly observed, 
it was for the directors, aided by the shareholders, to see that Mr. Belt had the 
means to verify his estimates by results. He was happy to say at the present time 
they were three months in advance of Mr. Belt’s workings, so that they would 
be able to keep him supplied with the machinery as fast as he could erect it. Mr. 
Belt was not an over-sanguine man, which the directors were led to believe be- 
fore he was engaged; but, what was of the utmost value, he was a man of in- 
tegrity as well as experience, and his statoments, therefore, could be relied upon, 
In a letter addressed to himself (Mr. Noakes), Mr. Belt expressed his full con- 
viction that, if supplied with appliances he asked for, he thoroughly believed his 
estimates would be verified. It had been a matter of surprise to himself, and 
he doubted not to all the shareholders, that the high percentage of the ores, re- 
ported upon so many occasions, had not yet been met with. Ile could only ex- 
plain it in this way—that the ealler explorers and managers of the company, as 
as well as those who immediately succeeded them, found that the ore at shallow 
depths and at particular points was rich, but in more recent working this high 
percentage was not maintained in depth. At the same time, he should observe 
that inasmuch as Mr. Belt had not taken away the whole of the ore ground laid 
open in Consuelo, it was possible that some of those rich ores might yet be met 
with. There was a puint that he thought proper to refer to, and that was with 
reference to the results in driving the No, 2 level east, at Consuelo, in whole 
ground. The manager, in March, 1867, reported the lode in this end to be 5 ft. 
wide, producing an average of 5 ozs. of gold per ton of ore for the whole width 
of the lode. Theimportance of that point was that theend was driving in whole 
ground, and he naturally looked iu the following report forsome evidence of the 
result in driving. The report the following month stated, * this end is so rich 
it has been suspended for safety.’’ From that time there had been nothing 
stated as to its value. On referring to Mr. Belt respecting this report, he could 
find no such value, and in examining the statements of Mr. Truran, in whom 
he had placed confidence for so many years, he found that the sample brought 
by him from that end produced, according to the assay of Messrs.‘ Johnson 
and Sons, “no gold.’”’) Mr. Truran could not be aware of that fact; he took 
certain samples, brought them home, and such was the assayer’s report. How 
the agents out there had so greatly decelved themselves he was quite unable 
to understand, but the board, he was sure, had great confidence in the state- 
ments made by Mr. Belt, because he was not only an able miner, but a good 
chemist; therefore, he had the means of knowing the value of the lode stuff. 
But it was for them now to look to the future, to see how far they were justified 
in believing that they had turned the corner, and that there was every prospect 
of success. He thought the shareholders could not fail to see that Mr. Belt’s 
estimates were founded upon reasonable grounds, and he might add that when 
he first received the section which he now held in his hands he felt tenfold con- 
fidence in the future, seeing the extent of ground they had upon that one lode 
in the Consuelo Mine, and so situated that it can be worked at little cost. It 
was impossible for anyone to tell the result of development, and therefore Mr, 
Belt was perfectly safe in taking the general average of the ground as he had 
given it, and upon that estimate, with that low produce, Mr. Belt would make 
50 per cent. on the cost of working, and probably more than that. (Hear, hear.) 
As to the increase of capital, he might inform the proprietors that he believed 
the board would not require more than half the amount they had been autho- 
rised to raise, and it was possible they might do with less. In order to purchase 
the machinery under discount, as had been hitherto done, the board were now 
open to receive the small additional amount of capital referred to in the re- 
port. It was not his principle Co induce others Lo enter into investments of any 
kind, but in this instance he considered it the duty of one and all to do the 
utmost In their power toassist Mr. Belt in bringing about the success he had in- 
dicated ; and although he had already subscribed 10001. to the debentures, he 
was quite willing, should it be required, to subscribe another 5001. for that 
purpose. (Hear, hear.) A 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to a question, stated that the rich ‘* nail’? could not 
be taken ont as a “ nail,” because the shaft had run together, which obliged Mr. 
Belt to remove the “ nail’? with an immense quantity of debris, which, of course, 
reduced the produce. Lest some misappretiension should exist with reference 
to Mr. Belt’s statement as to the yield of 3 dwts, per ton from the lower level, 
he (the Chairman) might allude to the fact that the level had not then been ex- 
tended under the productive part of the vein, which accounted for the low pro- 
duce.——Mr. NOAKES said tt would be much better for shareholders not to at- 
tach importance to what was being produced at a particular poiut in any level, 
but to take the average as compnted by Mr, Belt. 
Major WELLER said it appeared a most incomprehensible elreumstance that 
Mr. Belt had reported so unfavourably of Pavon, when the Javall Mine (which 
belonged to the Javali Company), and with the same lode, was reported to be 
yielding such an extraordinary produce. 
The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Belt had not included in his estimate any result 
that might be realised from the Pavon Mine, although it contained 500 yards of 
lode stuff which would pay for returning. Mr. Belt had included only the mtne 
now being opened ; he says, “I have not in the estimate taken Into account the 
working of Pavon and the alluvial washings, both of which I hope will prove 
an additionalsource of revenue.”"——In reply to some remarks from Mr. BoyLy, 
the CHAIRMAN stated that the directors had foregone their fees during the de- 
pressed state of the company. 
Mr. NOAKES added that, taking the lateral extent of the ground, even only 
one level above and one below the water level, and the lowest computation, it 
would take them 54 years to work the stuff away, so there was no reason what- 
ever to fear that the ground would be worked away intheirtime. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. ALLEYNE considered the report of Mr. Belt was a most satisfactory one, 
and written by a very able man. He had taken great pains to ascertain his 
character, and he found him to be a man of integrity, and pecullarly competent 
to fulfil the difficult duties of the office to which he was appointe:!. After so 
much detail, giving the dark and bright side of every point, Mr. Belt hesitated 
not to urge the continuance of the mines, and held out to the sharehotders mos t 
gratifying promises that ultimately the enterprise would be a great success. 
The motion adopting the report and balance-sheet was then put, and carried 
unanimously.——The retiring directors were re-elected. 
A vote of thanks tothe Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

ingly. He continued that the shareholders had expressed the wish that the 
lability upon the shares should be reduced from the present amount of Ol. per 
share (with 11. paid) to some smaller sum—the resolution now submitted was a 
preliminary step for effecting that purpose.

NORTON’S PATENT ABYSSINIAN TUBE WELLS, 


Another practical exhibition of the utility of Mr. J. L. Norton’s 
Patent Tube Wells was afforded the public on Wednesday last by the 
invitation of the inventor, at Plaistow, Essex. A large party of gen- 
tlemen attended, amongst whom we noticed representatives of most 
of the large engineering firms in London, pump manufacturers, well- 
sinkers, &c, The ground chosen was a gentleman’s orchard, perfectly 
virgin ground as far as well-sinking was concerned. The particulars 
and details of the invention were so fully illustrated and explained 
in the Mining Journal of April 4 this year that it is now only neces- 
sary to say that the tube is constructed of wrought-iron, of any diameter 
as may be necessary, the end of the bottom tube having a steel point 
rather larger than the body of the tube, to allow the flange joints to 
be driven down easily: 18 in, to 2 feet at the bottom of the tube is 
closely perforated with holes, through which the water is drawn, and 
where the stratum driven through is a find sand, a cylinder of fine 
wire and horse-hairis placed at the bottom of the tube, and effectually 
prevents anything but water being pumped up, 

The driving power is supplied by a monkey, and its power fully 
exerted by the simple arrangement of the tube being driven acting as 
the guide of the monkey, the latter having a hole through its centre, 
through which the tube passes. A tightly-fitting toothed clamp is 
secured round the tube on which the monkey strikes, exercising as 
great, if not a greater, force as if the tube were struck on the top. 
On this occasion a three-legged stand was used, on the top of which 
two small pulley blocks were fixed, over which small ropes were 
passed, and the monkey worked by two young men with the greatest 
ease. The tube which was sunk on Wednesday was 1} in. in diameter, 
and at a few feet in depth encountered a very hard channel of ground, 
through which we were informed hard bands of rock pass, that 
being very common in the gravel beds of the district. A depth of 
15 ft. was attained, at which point a plentiful supply of water was 
obtained. The pump was fixed, and the first few gallons of water 
were thickly mixed with sand ; but, however, in a few minutes it be- 
came clear, thus showing that the stones which surrounded the per- 
forated portion of the tube were effectually doing their part in filtering 
the water. The pump was then removed, and the tube drawn up, the 
same monkey acting as the active power, it being placed under the 
clamp instead of over it. 

The whole of the operation of driving, obtaining water, and pump- 
ing same clear, and then withdrawing the tube, occupied one hour and 
six minutes ; but where softer ground is driven through a much shorter 
time is required. Other tubes were driven in different portions of the 
ground, all with asimilar result, the work being done ina shorter space. 
The experiments must have convinced all who witnessed them that, 
in the generality of instances, Mr. Norton’s tube wells will answer 
every requirement, their price placing them within the reach of all ; 
and when once driven, and the pump fixed, the latter being of a very 
powerful though simple character, an ample supply of good and cheap 
water can be constantly obtained, This latter is a great desideratum, 
as a large quantity of water sometimes supplied by the companies is 
far from being whatitought to be. One of these pumps would supply 
a whole row of houses, and the drinkers would have the satisfaction 
of knowing that the water was pure; and when once fixed, from the 
simple character of the working parts, the expenses will prove to be 
almost ni/, 





WATSON’S AND BAKER’S PATENT TUBULAR WELLS. 

This invention enables Messrs. WATSON and BAKER to drive down 
into the earth any length of iron tubes, which, when the required 
depth is reached and water is obtained, at once forms a cheap and 
lasting pump. Attached to the bottom length of the tube is a strong 
steel penetrator, furnished with spiral flutes, somewhat like the flutes 
on a Whitworth shell. This point is attached to the tube by a uni- 
versal or revolving oint, so that when the tube is driven into the 
earth with every blow of the hammer, \monkey, a revolving motion, 
is obtained, the flutes acting as a worm, and rapidly assisting the driv- 
ing of the tube. About 2 feet of the bottom tube is perforated. A 
great advantage is also claimed, as an arrangement has been made 
and patented by which if the tubes be driven down to a depth of 
100 feet, or more, the water may be still pumped by a peculiar ar- 
rangement of valves, and thus the tube is not only available for the 
ordinary suction depth of 28 or 30 feet, but may be used with equal 
facility for any depth required. 

To test the working powers of this pumpa large party of scientific 
and engineering gentlemen met at Plaistow, Essex, on Wednesday, 
when one of the tubes was sunk 25 feet, but without obtaining water, 
time not allowing any further length of tubes to be affixed. A smaller 
tube, 1 in, in diameter, was driven by a hammer into another part 
of the ground, and when 15 feet in depth had been reached there was 
a plentiful supply of water and sand, 

The performance of the small tube clearly demonstrated that the 
system will act, as the driving was rapidly accomplished ; and as the 
larger tube is to be again driven in another part of the district on 
Wednesday next, we have no doubt but that plenty of water will be 
obtained. The driving power might have been on this occasion more 
economised, and several other little details will require attention, 
but as the patent is only a few weeks old time will, we have no doubt, 
suggest several improvements to the enterprising patentees, 





DESTRUCTION OF FIRE-DAMP.—An improved method of destroy- 
ing fire-damp in collieries has been submitted to the Academy of Sci- 
ences, at Paris, by Mr, Delaunier. He proposes to employ a copper 
conductor, broken at intervals, but joined by very fine gold wire, soldered to the 
copper. The gold wire is surrounded with flowers of sulphur, and upon strong 
currents of electricity being passed through the copper wire, the gold wire be- 
comes red hot, and ignites the sulphur, which burns the noxious gases present. 
The gases are, of course, to be ignited before the miners enter the mine

INCREASED COPPER CONSUMPTION, 


The present depressed price of copper naturally-creates serious 
anxiety among those interested in English mines, and in the trade 
generally, There may be a flush of speculation which may run up 
prices for a time, but there can be little doubt that a period has ar. 
rived when production has outstepped consumption. So faras appears, 
production is only now kept back by low prices, and if prices rise, 
then again production will increase, and the market again get choked, 
for the high prices that favour production check consumption. 

The glut arises from two causes—the number of countries opened 
containing mines of high yield, and the establishment of smelting in 
countries which before were only mining regions. The formation of 
great smelting establishments in Chili, Australia, and the United 
States have created so many rivals to compete with each other 4.¥ 
us in foreign markets, whereas by the former concentration of trag 
in Swansea there can be no doubt the standard of copper was keyu 
up. Mivers grumbled at the Swansea smelters, and the 21 ewts. for 
20, but they got higher prices. The chief mischief was done in Chili 
by a kind of Lloyd’s bond operation, or financing, of the late Mr, 
RK, E. ALISON, just as PETO, BETTS, and CRAMPTON, and the opera- 
tors in Lloyd’s bonds pretended to make large profits, and misled 
sound and wealthy contractors to carry on the same business, and 
embarrass themselves in the attempt to make impossible profits, so 
did Mr, ALISON mislead the Chili capitalists, 

The large dividends declared by his company under his auspices, 
and his boastful pretensions, unsettled the whole course of trade, 
Everybody was made to believe that smelting was the high road to 
wealth, and this was to be accomplished with low sulphurets, bought 
at any price. All the houses on the coast competed for the sulphurets 
against each other. Their production was stimulated, and the capi- 
tal of the merchants disappeared in these investments. It is now 
known, too late, that sulphurets may be bought too dear, and enor- 
mous losses have been sustained; but Chili has numerous smelting- 
works, which produce copper to be forced on the market, and when 
prices recover the operations now slackened will be resumed. Rail- 
ways and tramways have reduced transport, but the miner is not so 
well off as before. 

What takes place in our own country on a rise in the standard is 
an earnest of what takes place elsewhere—poorer ores are at once 
dressed for market. In the great rival trade—the iron trade—these 
influences are not so much felt; it depends more on quarrying than 
on mining. Ironstone, lime, and coal are turned out by the tens of 
thousands of tons; not that iron is free from the vicissitudes of sup- 
plyand demand, With an improvement in trade we may hope for 
some clearance of stocks and rise in the standard ; but the force of 
production is such that we cannot rely on permanent relief with so 
many old countries in the market, and so many others that will be 
taken in hand for copper production. Increase of production, too, 
we cannot help and cannot diminish—it is from increase of consump- 
tion alone we can hope for relief. Increase of consumption is in 
most cases left to private enterprise, and the laws of supply and de- 
mand, as it is supposed that these will be so carefully arranged by 
other people that there is no necessity for us to look after our own 
interests; but that when copper is low it will be largely brought into 
consumption by someone, who will find out that it is cheaper than 
steel or some other metal in competition. There is likewise this re- 
liance, that there is some inventor or public-spirited person who will 
find something for us, and work for us, and spend his money in ex- 
periments, and his life in litigation, and that we shall benefit largely. 
These may be considered the scientific grounds for reliance that cop- 
per may some day increase in demand, but as yet they have not been 
fully justified. Invention has not set in the way of copper, but in 
that of iron and steel, and the consumption of copper has decidedly 
gone backward. Cort and NEILSON, and MusHer and HEATH, and 
CRANE and BESSEMER it so happens have applied their exertions to 
another metal ; the railway system has also helped them, while cop- 
per has little benefited by inventions, except in the case of MuNTy, 
and the sther yellow metal patents. 

There is, besides, this—that the hardware trades look a great deal 
more to iron than to copper, and that the ironmen are more active 
than the coppermen. Thus it happens that, besides the competition 
of foreigners, our own dealers in iron help to turn English copper 
utensils out of foreign markets. Nobody looking after copper, and 
copper looking after itself, copper goes to the wall. The question is 
whether it is right for us to look after our own interests, or whether it 
is better to let them alone, and sustain the consequences of a power- 
ful competition. It is clear enough that there is no association to 
look after the interests involved in the consumption of copper. Tho 
smelters were never other than a small association, which looked after 
its dealings with the miners, the Admiralty, the Birmingham market, 
and the French market. The miners have been occupied with their 
relations with the smelters. The purchasers of copper for yellow 
metal or for wire bars care not not one straw whether the consump- 
tion of copper for other purposes increases or diminishes, All this, 
however, makes a great difference to the English miner and thesmelter, 
It is, therefore, well deserving of consideration whether some mea- 
sures cannot be adopted to put us in a better condition. The first 
thing is to ascertain the channels of the consumption of copper. We 
have tried several times, in the Mining Journal, to give information 
on this subject, but it requires greater organisation than we possess, 
The Board of Trade returns, and those of the Mining Department, 
from Mr, ROBERT HUNT, give little practical knowledge as to the real 
matters to be investigated. In many cases the totals are made upof 
small and fluctuating quantities. 

Itis very necessary to ascertain the state of the copper trade in fo- 
reign markets. In many cases copper utensils are still used in some 
countries ; but, instead of being supplied from England, as they might 
under favourable circumstances of freight be supplied from here, 
they are, though cumbrous articles, supplied from Germany or from 
Russia, as the manufacturers there comply with the accustomed na- 
tive shapes. Thus copper kettles of various kinds, somovars for mak 
ing tea, pans, ewers, basins, barbers’ basins, salvers, trays, waiters, 
coffee-cups, tongs, braseros, stirrups, &c., are largely supplied by the 
foreigner. When copper is proposed as a substitute for some other s 
metal, experiments are occasionally required, which an individuar™ 
may have neither the time nor the capacity to perform. In some cases 
it ought to be carried out out by the Government, but there is no one 
to look after it. This is notably the case with the copper sheathing 
of iron vessels, a matter of the greatest importance to our mineral 
interest; for if all the iron-clads, iron men-of-war, and iron mer. 
chantmen can be sheathed we shall secure a very large increaso in 
theconsumptionof ourmetal. Apublic-spiritedindividual has taken 
an active part in promoting copper sheathing, but he has not been 
backed by others, and was, as usual, snubbed by the Government to 
whom he recommended it, It is now being tried by a Government 
official, Mr. E. J. REED, but it ought to be watched, and, if success- 
ful, its adoption ought to be urged on every Government in the world. 
It is stated there is a disposition to adopt metal sheathing for native 
timber craft in the Persian Gulf and the Red Sea, and the matter is 
well worth looking after. 

There is no Chamber of Commerce to look after copper ; there are 
some interested in iron, and one in salt, as others are in cotton, silk, 
wool, and lace; and long before the cotton famine the cotton inter- 
ests of Manchester and the neighbourhood, with whom it was a ques- 
tion of production, and not of consumption, formed the Cotton Supply 
Association, which has now been in successful working for several 
years, and is as active as ever. Its funds are formed by the large 
and small contributions of cotton manufacturers, some subscribing 
only 27.2s.a year. With the funds so raiseda secretary and office are 
kept. A journal, called the Cotton Supply Reporter, is published, and 
an extensive correspondence is maintained. Cotton seed is sent to 
countries where the cultivation has not yet been attempted, and where 
inferior qualities of cotton are grown improved American seed is 
sent. Instructions for the proper cultivation of cotton have also been 
printed in several languages, The culture of cotton has been intro- 
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duced into many countries, and in some, where quantity has not been 
increased, the value has been much increased by the encouragent given 
to long staple cottons. The action of the association has been very 
effective in India and Turkey. Medals are given to various persons 
engaged in promoting the welfare of the cause, Valuable series of 
experiments have been performed on the hybridisation of cotton. The 
ginning and cleaning of cotton seed, the packing of cotton, and the 


application of seed, oil, and refuse have also been promoted. Various | 


improved gins have been distributed as models. In all these efforts 
the association has spent much more than its own money, having re- 
ecived extensive co-operation. 

{t is, however, as much by personal organisation and combination 
that its action has been effective, Every member of Parliament con- 
nected with the cotton interests is enrolled. The moment there is a 
favourable opportunity a strong deputation is brought to bear on 
the home Government and the Government of India, and these have 
at last been brought into co-operation. Her MAJEsTy’s consuls are 
continually employed in aid of the efforts of the association in send- 
ing home reports on all markets affecting cotton interests, and pro- 
moting the efforts of the association. The samein India. Our readers 
wjjl remember the successful campaign the Salt Chamber has carried 

_ ~ainst the Government of India. 

It appears to us that what is wanted for copper miners is a Copper 
Promotion Association. Each mine should contribute an annual sub- 
scription, the smelters should be appealed to, and the association be 
puton a permanent footing. For most purposes Cornwall is the pre- 
ferable site for an association connected with mining, but not with 
this. Cornwall, Swansea, Liverpool, and many districts have to be 
represented, and the metropolis would afford the best situation for 
agitation. It might be useful to hold an annual conference in vari- 
ous parts of the provinces, so as to enlist the local interests. Such 
an association would bring together a strong parliamentary com- 
mittee, and would be able to obtain from Her MAJEsSTY’s Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs the co-operation of the consuls in collecting in- 
formation from the various ports abroad, and keeping them on the 
alert. The nature of the operations may be pretty well sketched out 
from what has been already written. It is worthy noting that while 
essentially serving to promote English interests, it would in the matter 
of increasing the consumption of copper benefit the colonial and 
foreign producers, from whom co-operation may be obtained. 








PIG-IRON MANUFACTURE, 


The total quantity of iron ore raised in the United Kingdom during 
1867 amounted, according to the official returns of Mr. R. Hunt, to 
10,021,058 tons 9 ewts., the estimated value of which was 3,210,0987, 
In addition to this, 86,568 tons of foreign ores were imported, raising 
the total quantity of iron ore converted into pig-iron to 10,107,626 
tons. The number of furnaces in blast was 551}, from which pig- 
iron was producedin England amounting to 2,810,946 tons, in Wales 
to 919,077 tons, and in Scotiand to 1,031,000 tons, giving a total pro- 
duction of pig-iron for Great Britain of 4,761,023 tons, This quantity, 
estimated at the mean average cost at the place of production, would 
have a value of 11,902,5577, The subjoined summary shows the pro- 
duce of the several districts :—

FOREIGN MINES. 


CAPULA.—Capt. Paull, Sept.27 : The 295 cargas are ground, dried, 
and partly sifted ; they have promised to commence calcining to-morrow, so 
as to get the silver for the next conducta. I could not get it down in time for 
the one of last week. We have sent 53 cargas for the next lot, and, should the 
weather clear up, we shall makeit 200 next week. We have also sent 40 cargas 
of polvillos, that we shall mix and calcine with the metal.—The Mine: The 
Englishmen, after staying away fora fortnight, have returned, and are sinking 
the engine-shaft at $180 per vara; the Mexicans wanted $200; the ground is 
certainly very hard, but as soon as the next branch comes in (El Carmen) I am 
in hopes that the ground wiil be more favourable. We frequently meet with 
good stones of ore in the shaft; last week one assayed 63 mares per monton. 
The water does not increase, neither does it leave the winzes altogether, The 
lode in San Enrique end has more of the colorodos to the south ; the ore is im- 
proving in ley ; we had some that assayed over 10 mares per monton. The air 
is rather bad, owing, no doubt, to the damp weather. We shall soon have to 
make another communication with San Frutoso level. The communication is 
made between San Jorge stopes and La Bomba workings. The ventilation is 
now good. InSan Jorge rise we have met with the gossan ore intermixed 
with blue; the ore is still of very fair quality, but very little of the best kind. 
The stopes to the west are rather poor; we have got to thecross lode, where the 
lode got poor in the Esperanza level. ‘To-morrow we shall set some more stopes 
to the east of La Bomba shaft, where the metal is of very fair quality, and we 
intend to resume the driving of Angelita level, which will communicate with 
San Jorge rise higher up than the present. We have commenced sinking a 
winze below the Esperanza level, under the east part.of San Jorge rise, put 
cannot make much progress on account of the water. Now the ventilation is 
good we intend driving a cross-cut south from the Esperanza end, as soon as we 
can finish clearing the attle, which will take three or four days more. As yet 
we have not been able to do anything in the winzes east of shaft, on account of 
the damp, owing, no doubt, to the weather. Not being able to work in the 
winzes and sink in the Esperanza has prevented us from increasing the extrac- 
tion as we expected, but we are in hopes that as soon as the next branch is cut 
in the shaft the Esperanza level and all the winzes east, west, and north of 
shaft will be dry, Every place was dry when we were working the horse-engine, 
but now, although several varas deeper at the shaft, it does not effectually drain 
-he levels or winzes. The carpenters are employed about the stamps wheel. 
No masons are working on accovnt of the heavy rains. The smith is employed 
about the ironwork of the wheel and stamps. For the barrel-wheel I think we 
shall be able to purchase all the ironwork from the Real del Monte Company. 


PESTARENA UNITED.—T. Roberts, Piedimulera, Oct. 19: On Oct. 1, 
2, and 8 the Anza turned again towards the bank of the river, near the surface 
of the Peschiera Mize, and carried off the remainder of the dressing-floors there, 
the material-room over it, and the land on which it stood. The materials and 
ore were saved. The flood carried off two of the dams in the Anza, which took 
water to 75 mills ; the same we shall not be able to work again before the mid- 
die of next month, The dam taking water for the Aquavite pumping and hoist- 
ing machinery was also carried off, but has since been repaired, and the ma- 
chinery again started, without much hindrance. The dam and water-course of 
Peschiera machinery did not come to much damage, but was partially filled with 
giavel, hindering the passage of sufficient water to the machinery, which did 
not work regularly for seven days, during which time the water in the shaft 
was not lowered away. Divers other damages around the roads. We are yet 
obliged to keep some of our underground men up to repair the damages, so as 
to start the mills now idle.—Undergronnd: At the Aquavite the lode in the end 
of the 46 south yields 3 tons of ore per fathom, worth 24% ozs. of gold per fm.

The new or flat lode continues without 
any important change, and the stopes on the quartz lode the same. With al! 
the hindrance we have had this month our next remittance will be less than the 
past one, how much less we cannot tell, as the weather is not as yet settled; it 
commenced raining last night, and it still continues.

WHEAL CONSTANCE (in the parish of Newlyn) is about being set 
to work again, under very cheering auspices, and it is fully expected that, with 
a small capital being well laid out, it will be brought into a dividend state, 
being surrounded by the old dividend-paying mines—East Wheal Rose (on the 
east), Old Shepherds (on the west), and Cargoll (on the south). The object of 
working this mine is to drive the adit level, which is 30 fms. deep, on Old Shep- 
herds’ lode, to intersect the new lode, which has been cut so rich in Cargoll 
Mine.

public that there is every probability of the late encouraging advances in the 
tin standard being not only maintained, but followed by still higher prices for 
the produce of our tin mines.

MANCHESTER GEOLOGICAL SOCLETY.—The anuual mecting of this 
society was held in the Museum, Peter street; Mr. C, G. Greenwell, the pre sident, 
in the chair. The council stated, iu their annaat report, that the society bad 
passed through a prosperous year. The sum of 100/, had been invested, and 
there remained in the hands of the treasurer 149/,) During the session five new 
members had been added, 11 had withdrawn, and five had died, The attend- 
ance of members at the monthly meetings had been good, and many valuable 
papers and communication had been received. ‘The council were engaged ty con- 
sidering the change in the position of the society, conse jnent upon the dissolu- 
tion of the Natural History Society, and would in due time present a report. 
They suggested the desirableness of a larger contribution of papers on tnining 
subjects, in forder more fully to earry out the object of the soclety—that th 
science of geology and the sister art of mining should go hand in hand an 
mutually assist each other.—The report was adopted, and officers for the ensuing 
year were appointed.—Mr, E. W. Binney said he wished to draw attention to 
the position of thesociety. The Natural History Society was no more, aud the 
question was what was to become of the museum of the Geological Society. lie 
thought it would bean easy thing to obtain a subscription of 1000/, from the 
coalowners in the nelghbourhood of Manchester. With that sum, and 40/. 
which the society had in hand, they could in all probability obtain accommoda- 
tion for a part if not the whole of their collection. ife haa started the forma- 
tion of the society, with three specimens, in a house in Faulkner-street ; he had 
always felt a great interest in it, and he should be very happy to contribute 
towards securing a proper building—Mr, Darbysbire said that if the suin named 
by Mr. Binney (1400/.) could be raised, a further sum wouid be required for the 
maintenance of the collection. The Natural History Society, after a loug pro 
cess of decay, had died; but before it died it made arrangements for rising 
again—(laughter)—in counection with Owens College extension. That society 
had converted its valuable site and property into a permanent endowment to 
be attached to the enlarged college ; and he suggested that the Geological Society 
should adopt a similar course.—After some further conversation, the Chairman 
said the whole question was being considered by a committee, and he had no 
doubt that a satisfactory report would be presented,

QUARTERLY JOURNAL OF SCIENCE.—The last number of this valu- 
able periodical contains an unusually large amount of information of imime- 
diate interest to those connected with mining enterprise. Mr. A, H. Green, 
M.A., F.G.S., of the Geological Survey, contributes an excellent paper **On 
the Iran Pyrites Mines of Andalusia” (illustrated with two page plates and three 
wood-cuts), Whilst the Post Tertiary Beds of Norway and Scotland are treated 
of by the Rev. H. W. Crosskey, F.G.S. Mr. Crookes’ description of the Great 
Southern Telescope is remarkably clear, the value of the description being much 
enhanced by the lithograph and wood-cuts by which it is accompanied. Bat 
perhaps the most useful portion of the book is that devoted to an admirable ab- 
stract of the proceedings of the Norwich meeting of the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science. The number is fully equal to any that has pre- 
ceded it. A 

It will be gratifying to many of Mr. Thomas Carpenter's friends 
to learn that after an absence of 16 years in Australia he has returned to this 
country, his object being, in conjunction with the Suarveryor-General of the 
colony and Mr, W.C. Smith, to obtain the assistance of British capitalists to 
develope some promising tracts of auriferous country in the colony of Victoria, 


Sir John Swinburne, Bart., of Capheaton, Northumberland, and 
party, furnished with machinery for quartz crushing on a large scale, sailed in 
the Dane, the outward Cape mail, for the South African gold fields.

IMPROVED CARRIAGE WHEEL AND Box.—The object of the in- 
vention of Mr. G. S. Garth, of Clinton county, Pennsylvania, is to decrease the 
friction of the hub, or the sleeve of the hub, on the journal of a carriage axle, 
and at the same time to strengthen the arm attheshoulder. Instead of boring 
the sleeve on ataper and turning the arm to fit (always a difficult job, and 
never reliable when subjected to wear), two bearings arecastonthearin. These 
are of anti-friction mctal, babbitt, or brass composition, forming a part of the 
arm and making a clean bearing for the sleeve of the hub, The coating or anti- 
friction metal may be secured to the arm either by scores or corrugations, or 
held in place by a raised bead or annular ring. This may be further strength- 
ened by a ring of wrought-iron. The necessity of turning the arm and boring 
the sleeve or box its whole length is dispensed with, and the work of fitting, as 
well as the amount of friction considerably lessened.—Scientijic American,

BOULAY’S CONSTANT ELECTRIC BATTERY. 

Owing to the increasing application of the electric current for sig: 
nals, motive power, illumination, &c., it has become indispensable in 
practice to have an electric battery which will fulfil the conditions 
of economy, long duration of the electric current, and undiminished 


intensity, with sufficiently developed force as not to require, when put 
to practical use, too great a number of elements. Several attempts 
have been made to secure this result, but no battery has, up to the 
present time, withstood the severe trial of remaining for several 
months with undiminished force with closed circuit. Many years 
ago MM. Bequerel and E. Becquerel noted, in their publications, the 
causes which effected the diminution of the intensity of the current:— 
“1, The change in the composition of the conducting liquid, and the 
variation of action in each couple.—2. The alterations of constitu- 
tion which take place in the surfaces of the metals, including deposits 
of oxides, gases, &c.—that is to say, effects of polarisation. By coun- 
teracting these changes we render the pile constant.” Again, further 
on the learned chemists remark that “the sine qua non condition of 
the construction of a battery with a constant current is the separa- 
tion of the two plates of metal which form the couple by @ porous 
membrane, and the employment of two different liquids, in which 
the plates are immersed.” The theoretic conditions of a voltaic pile 
are thus:—An attackable substance, at the expense of which the 
electricity is produced ; an attacking substance, which combines with 
the first ; a porous diaphragm ; adepolarising body ; andan unattack- 
able collector. In Daniell’s battery we have, in the order of the above 
requisitions, zinc, diluted sulphuric acid, a porous vessel (serving as 
diaphragm), sulphate of copper in solution, and copper, the positive 
pole of the pile, If the sulphate of zinc, which accumulates in the 
dilute sulphuric acid, did not derange the working of this battery by 
its presence, Daniell’s battery would truly represent the theoretical 
one. In fact, if the solution of sulphate of copper be maintained 
saturated it is plain that, theoretically, electricity can be produced 
indefinitely and without interruption, the sulphuric acid of the de- 
composed sulphate of copper unceasingly replacing that of the liquid 
which attacks the zinc. Unfortunately, if the greatest and most 
minute attention is not paid to the working of the battery, its excel- 
lent condition becomes modified in a manner that causes much in- 
convenience and annoyance, the porous diaphragm becomes metal- 
lised and obstructed in several points, and the solution of the sulphate 
is reduced directly upon the zinc, covering it with a coating, more 
or less thick, of copper in a pulverulent state. All these effects tend 
to vary the normal condition of the pile for producing a certain in- 
tensity of electricity, and also to occasion waste of sulphate of cop- 
per, and, in consequence, metallic zinc, by local currents formed by 
the precipitation of one metal on the other. ; 

Now, to remedy this unsatisfactory state of affairs two ways were 
open to be chosen—either to adopt a system of battery, based on the 
same theoretical principles, in which all the substances placed in con- 
tact would be changed, and, consequently, the nature of the chemical 
action; or to modify the conditions of the Daniell pile so as to ob- 
viate all the inconveniences to which it is sometimes subjected, at the 
same time to preserve its excellent qualities. a : 

We pass over the batteries invented by several physicians, with a 
view to substitute other reactive agents, citing Poggendorf and Jacobi 
(a solution of bichromate of potash in weak sulphuric acid), M, De la 
Reve (peroxides, such as those of manganese or of lead introduced 
into the porous vase), M. Marié-Davie (sulphate of mercury), and 
many others whose batteries lasted a considerable time, but with con- 
stantly diminishing force. M. Boulay has preferred to. modify the 
Daniell battery as follows :—The copper (positive pole) is immersed 
in a mixture composed of, in portion, sulphate of copper, and the 
zine (negative pole) plunges in another mixture, consisting partly of 
chloride of sodium (common salt). These two preparations are sepa- 
rated by a porous membrane, which keeps each preparation in its 
proper place. A long experience has shown that the undeniable 
efficacy of these changes is due to the addition of an equal volume of 
crystallised nitrate of potass to the sulphate of copper, and also an 
equal bulk of flowers of sulphur to that of the chloride of sodium. 
The zine and chloride of sodium decompose the water whose oxygen 
it absorbs, and is converted into oxychloride of zinc; the disengaged 
hydrogen goes to the copper, but before arriving at it is met by the 
mixture of sulphate of copper and nitrate of potass; the sulphate of 
* copper is decomposed, as in the Daniell battery; the reduced copper 
is deposited finally on the copper pole, and the oxygen and a portion 
of the sulphuric acid pass towards the zinc, which they contribute to 
transform, with the chloride of sodium, into oxychloride of zine ; 
lastly, the other portion of the sulphuric acid acts upon the nitrate 
of potass, and produces, by degrees, a certain quantity of nitric acid 
in a nascent state, and, therefore, most favourable for producing the 
maximum effect. It is to this reaction that must be attributed the 
great electro-motive force of M. Boulay’s battery, The battery is 
set to work by plunging it in common water, or, what renders it 
more durable, a solution of sulphate of copper. This done, no further 
attention is necessary. As to its qualities, the electro-motive force 
is equal to that of a sulphate of mercury battery freshly mounted ; 
with this difference, however, that the force acts uniformly up to the 
entire consumption of the ingredients. Owing to the peculiar con- 
struction of porous diaphragm, the resistance is a little less than one- 
fourth that of the Daniell battery, which is a great advantage, as this 
resistance appears to answer best to the most general applications, 
The constancy of the current is excessively remarkable, and some 
idea may be formed of it when we say that the current, closed or 
without resistance, does not undergo any alteration. No other pile 
has yet been able to support these severe proofs of action for so long 
atime, As to the duration, the ordinary sized elements of Boulay’s 
battery, working with a high resistance, have continued steadily, un- 
touched, for eighteen months, Others of the same size, with a mode- 
rate resistunce, with the current nearly always closed, have not been 
replaced for six months or more. Thus, we have at last an econo- 
mical and constant battery, which has the great advantage of giving 
out no pestilential vapours or corrosive fumes. 

We have assisted at the trials made for working the immense organ 
of the Cathedral of Notre Dame, and the result has been very suc- 
cessful, An electrical piano is also at work in the Saloon of the 
Society of Encouragement in Paris.

REMARKS.—We can still report the continuance of the improved 
condition of the Metal Market. Business has now become more ac- 
tive than it has been for many months past, and there really now 
appears every reason to believe that the period of depression has 
passed away, and that we are commencing a course of energy and 
life which will produce eventually most satisfactory results. Orders 
are being given out much more freely, and in larger quantities, and 
we look for a considerable increase taking place in them speedily. 
Confidence, also, is becoming much more restored, and this is sure 
to give an impetus to the market, which is very essential. Already 
a few speculative purchases are being made, which are calculated to 
sustain the market, and it seems by no means improbable that as 
prices appear now to have moved from the low position they have 
held for so long a period, and to be evidently tending in an upward 
direction, we shall find that more speculative operations will take 
place; and although these alone will not be sufficient to support the 
market, yet they impart a liveliness to it which greatly adds to the 
improvement, and tends to produce more confidence as to future pros- 
pects. It is, however, not to speculative movements that we look for 
the permanent stability of the market, but to an enhanced demand 
arising from legitimate operations, and this we think there is now 
every reason to believe is becoming more apparent; and when there 
seems good grounds for anticipating that new sources are opening 
up, and fresh fields presenting themselves for the operation of our 
commerce, we look forward with much satisfaction to the future 
course of the metal trade in connection with the other branches of 
our commercial pursuits, 

CopPEeR.—Very little change has taken place in the market for this 
metal during the week, which has remained without important trans- 
actions. Prices, however, remain firm at the improved quotations, 
Chili bars have been still sold at 692. 

Irnon.—In Staffordshire there has been rather a falling off in the 
demand for the larger sizes of merchant bars, especially for the fo- 
reign markets, and an improvement in this department can hardly 
be expected at present, as the Baltic market, which takes a large 
quantity of this description, will shortly be closed for the season. 
There is a moderately good demand for the home market, especially 
in smaller sizes, though that trade shows rather less animation than 
it did a few weeks since. The ironmasters generally, both of South 
and North Staffordshire, anticipate a brisk demand next spring. In 
Welsh the shipments of iron have slackened a little, consequent upon 
the closing of the Russian season, and the clearances for the United 
States are not quite so large as they were.

THE CONSUMPTION OF SLACK COAL AND SMOKE, 


In view of the increasing consumption of coal in this kingdom, eco- 
nomy in those departments of manufacture in which the bulk of that 
consumption takes place is of the first importance. The Wilson, and 
some few other furnaces, at the mills and forges of the finished iron 
works, have this as one of their objects, At present the immense 
quantity of slack which is to be found, both above and below ground, 
in all our coal districts, in a comparatively worthless condition, is 
notorious. It is also equally well known that, excepting in the rare 


to use the invention, to which attention has before been drawn in 
the Mining Journal, patented by Messrs. BirD and TILDESLEY, of 
Willenhall, as a smoke consumer. The results were, we understand, 
unsatisfactory, especially as affecting the yield of the iron, and the 
experiments have, therefore, been discontinued at Wednesbury, but 
they are to be resumed at another works not far off. The inventors 
have complete faith in their ability to make puddling-furnaces con- 
sume slack coal; and they inform us that an ironmaster, who is cer- 
tainly of considerable experience, and of acknowledged mechanical 
skill, is equally satisfied of the adaptability of their invention to this 
end, In consequence experiments, it has been arranged, shall be 
made at his works, at the joint cost of himself and the patentces. 
Meanwhile it is satisfactory to learn that the consuming of smoke, 
and the consequent economising of fuel, is making rapid progress. 
In the Bilston Police Court, on Tuesday, a chartermaster, named 
BENJAMIN GUY, was summoned, charged with allowing black smoke 
to issue from a stack in such quantities as to bea nuisance. The pro- 
ceedings were taken by the proprietor of a small nursery near to the 
colliery. On his behalf it was maintained that the defendant would 
experience no difficulty in consuming smoke, because a colliery pro- 
prietor not far off was consuming his; and the Court was reminded 
that the consumption in that case arose out of similar proceedings | 
taken before the same authority some few months ago. The appa- | 
ratus (that of Messrs. BirD and TILDESLEY) was applied during an 
interim ordered by the Court for that purpose, The same course was 
pursued in this case, it being asserted on the part of the defendant 
that he was quite ready to put in an apparatus if it were possible ; 
and, indeed, that he had entered into an arrangement with the pro- 
prietor of a consumer to affix the machinery to the boiler in question. 
During the proceedings attention was drawn to two processesin use in 
North and South Staffordshire, and it was asserted in the case of each 
there was a saving of 25 percent.in fuel burnt. Theone apparatusis 
the “ open grate ” of Messrs. BIRD and TILDESLEY, and the other isa 
plan of which Messrs. KENDRICK and WOOLRIDGE, of West Brom- 
wich, are understood to be the inventors, and, at the same time, they 
are the manufacturers of the apparatus. So successful has Messrs. 
BrrD and TILDESLEY’S process become that Messrs, TILDESLEY and 
HARPER, of Willenhall, who are the manufacturers of the machi- 
nery, are enlarging their premises to meet the demand which has 
arisen. They are applying it to all descriptions of boilers, to brick 
and pottery kilns, annealing ovens, and even to gas retorts. A Lon- 
don manufacturer who uses steam-power has just completed a pro- 
longed visit to Willenhall, where he has seen the apparatus in 
work, and is understood to have expressed his conviction that by 
its use he shall be able to burn coal which will cost him 10s. a ton 
less than that which he is now consuming. It has been adapted in 
Huddersfield to the ordinary boilers of a wool and cloth manufactory, 
In Wolverhampton and at Darlaston it has been applied to air-fur- 
naces at nutand bolt manufactories; and the proprietor at the last- 
named place asserts that he can now get from 3 tons 10 ewts. of slack 
the same power which previously required 6 tons 10 ewts. of coal, 
the coal costing him 8s. a ton, and the slack 3s. a ton; whilst this 
economy is secured, the combustion is complete. 

It seems, therefore, clear that certainly a reduction in consump- 
tion of 25 per cent. is by no means overstating the case. That figure 
was alluded to as having been given by the trustees of Messrs, 
WEDGWOOD, in the Potteries, in reference to the apparatus of Messrs. 
KENDRICK and WOOLRIDGE, of West Bromwich. Messrs. ELLIOT 
and Sons, of Longport, also in the Potteries, who have begun to 
adopt the other invention, that of the open grate, have applied the 
machinery to a glossing kiln, In their last firing they used 9 tons of 
slack and 4 tons of coal, the slack costing them 3s, 6d., and the coal 
9s., whereas before they had to use all coal, and the combustion was 
at the best of times only very partial; now, however, it is complete. 
Messrs. ELLIOT are understood to have expressed an opinion that the 
application of the grate to pottery kilns will bring about an immense 
change in the Potteries. Wecan well understand this. And it will 
be a change by which not alone the makers of pottery ware will be 
benefited pecuniarily, and the inhabitants of North Staffordshire 
physically, but which will do good to the whole of the country in the 
conomising of fuel, if not in the cheapening of ceramic ware. Col- 
liery proprietors likewise may now well anticipate a source of profit 
in their slack mounds, which will go on increasing as the inventions 
for utilising the fine refuse of our coal mines extend. 





BOILERS AT TRON WORKS, 


In the Mining Journal of Oct. 10 (page 722) we stated our belief 
that the furnace-boiler which had a week before exploded at the 
Elsecar Iron Works of Messrs. DAWES, killing two men and injuring 
a few others, had been weakened by over-heating. The inquest is 
now over, and the scientific evidence has confirmed our views. Mr. 
D. MACNER, jun., C.E., of the Brinsworth Iron Works, Rotherham, 
deposed as the result of hisexamination that the plate torn from the 
boiler appeared to have beeu burnt, but that the valves and appa- 
ratus seemed all right. The boiler was a good one, and in good work- 
ing order. The first fracture was from the seam of rivets. There 
may have been a crack between the rivet-holes, which being opened 
would cause an escape of water from the boiler, Assuming that the 
steam went off three minutes before the explosion (which a witness 
had sworn it did), and the furnace being in full operation at the 
time, the torn plate may have got over-heated, an immense quantity 
of steam would generate, and an explosion ensue. This we have no 
doubt was the cause of the explosion, and we are confirmed in our 
belief by an accident which happened about three years ago at an iron 
works in Birmingham, In that case an upright boiler, which had 
three furnaces working into it, was 24 feet high, and 7 feet 9 in, in 
diameter, also exploded from over-heating, and blew out a piece of 
plate about 3 ft. by 14 ft. from the side, at a place where a very strong 
flame constantly impinged. The spot at which the hole was made 
very nearly corresponded with that at which the piece of about 3 feet 
square was blown out of the Elsecar boiler. In the Birmingham 
case the plate at first bulged out, and had then given away in the 
centre of the bulge, each edge being doubled back and broken off. 
There was no positive evidence as to the water supply, but the crown 
of the centre tube, which was much above the bottom of the part 
blown out, remained uninjured. Both these accidents confirm the 
supposition preyiously entertained that boilers sometimes explode 
from over-heating, without the water level being below the usual 
point, or without a dangerous accumulation of scurf, but simply by 
the rapidity of the evaporation from an intensely heated surface, 
causing such a continuous current of steam as to prevent the proper 
contact of the water with the heated plate. 

The Elsecar explosion, being almost a duplicate of thatat Birming- 
ham, should confirm ironmastersin the belief thatit is not economical 
to work many furnaces into one boiler. This truth is emphasised 
the more by the fact that notwithstanding the lesser number (two) 
of furnaces working into the Elsecar boiler similar effects followed 
to those which ensued in the case of the larger number (three) in 
Birmingham. When boilersare heated by furnaces the furnaces are 
not under the same control as is the case when there is a separate 
chimney to each. It would be most desirable if when furnace- 
boilers are used they should be heated by only one furnace. When 
that cannot be accomplished, then every effort should be made to 
prevent more than two furnaces working into one boiler, for the re- 
cords of boiler explosions at iron works show that the liability to ac- 
cident is decreased in proportion to the fewness of the number of 
furnaces employed to raise the steam in each separate boiler. Boilers 
of this class should not much exceed the limits of proportion origi- 
nally assigned to them by their inventor. They were brought out 
less than a quarter of a century ago by Mr. RASTRICK, who at that 
time was the engineer at the works of Messrs. JOHN BRADLEY and

It has long been desired to utilise slack coal for this purpose; and 
in the attempt to carry out the wish, various experiments have been 
made, extending over a long series of years.

of adaptation to the existing furnaces is yet desired. .

Shaft and Axle-Tree Works, Wednesbury, where it has been tried

| trick boilers have grown to 28 ft. by 10 ft., and have had four fur- 
naces playing intothem. Itis easy to consider how, when such large 
dimensions are employed, and the boilers are surrounded by furnaces, 
terrible consequences must ensue in the event of anexplosion. The 
Moxley boiler, it will be remembered, was 22 ft. by 10 ft. 6 in., and 
had three furnaces, with a heat equal to four, working into it. When 





which two furnaces only were working, only one piece was blown 

out, and two men killed. The consequences attending the explosion : 
of the Birmingham boiler, in respect of the extent of rupture, are 

almost an exception to the general rule of accidents from boilers 

having more than two furnaces working into them. 

An effort to reduce the liability to accident from the explosion of 
boilers at iron works, and at the same time to as much as possible 
reduce the disastrous effects of an explosion, was made a few years 
ago by Earl GRANVILLE. His lordship is the proprietor of the 
Shelton Bar Iron Works, in North Staffordshire, where there are 90 
puddling-furnaces, and six rolling-mills, After a calamitous explo- 
sion in one part of the works it was determined to rebuild it and put 
up in a semi-circle upon one fringe of the boundary 17 boilers, each 
not more than 18 ft. Gin. by 8 ft., to be worked by two furnaces 
apiece, and to carry somewhere about 40 lbs. of steam. Four more 
similar two-furnace boilers were also put up in an opposite part of 
the same forge, upon a neck of land formed by two arms of a canal, 
Thus, whilst by the dimensions of the boilers, and the quantity of 
fire sent to them, the liability to accident has been reduced, the po- 
sition of the boilers, in relation to the bulk of the furnaces, ap” ‘he 
other portions of the works, has made it less likely that in t »-,"” 
of an explosion the consequences will be anything like so serious as 
was the case before the smaller furnaces and the new arrangement 
were determined upon, 

When ironmasters put up works and determine to use upright fur- 
nace-boilers they would do well to inspect what has been done at 
Etruria ; but we hope that the upright furnace-boiler, which has ob- 
tained so strong a hold upon Staffordshire, will not be taken as a 
pattern in cases in which its use can be avoided. In Middlesborough 
and the North of England the “chimney ” boiler is more frequently 
to be found, but the explosion at the Mersey Steel and Iron Works 
shows that these two may be so treated as to lead to a sacrifice of 
life. Such a result, however, will, we believe, be less frequent in 
proportion as the improved boiler more recently applied in the North 
of England becomes of frequent adoption. There, what is known 
as the “elbow” boiler is now in most favour. In that boiler the 
furnace flames pass through a bent tubeenclosed in a shell. Because 
of its recent foundation, and on account also of the extent to which 
the ripest scientific knowledge has been brought to bear upon the 
construction of iron works and the production of the metal, the 
Middlesborough district must certainly be looked upon as the most 
likely to afford suggestions in this matter worthy of adoption. 

Since the Elsecar explosion Messrs. J. P. BuDp and Co., of the 
Ystalyfera Iron Works, have had an accident to one of their hori- 
zontal furnace-boilers, and a colliery boiler has also burst at the 
Parkhead Colliery. Both these accidents suggest conclusions which, 
in the interest of the trade, we will draw attention to hereafter,

As may have been anticipated, from the circum- 
stance that Burton-upon-Trentisin the Eastern Division of the county, 
young Mr, BAss is sure of the support of a considerable number of 
electors. But inthe interest of trade legislation we trust that voters, 
who are interested in the mines and ironworks of Staffordshire, will 
not think that they have done enough if, possessing votes in the 
Eastern Divison, they give one to Mr. M‘CLEAN orto Mr. HARTLEY, 
and the other to Mr, BAss. We solicit their votes for M‘CLEAN and 
HARTLEY; andin doing so, again remind them of the magnitude of 
the questions by which their commercial interests will be immensely 
affected, which are sure to come to the front in the new Parliament, 
By the decisions upon these the iron and coal interests of this nation 
will be prejudiced or benefitted to a degree impossible by the results 
attending purely political measures. Men, therefore, of extensive 
trade knowledge, and immediately associated-with these industries, 
are the only ones who, when candidates, should receive the undivided 
support of electors having a stake in the coal and iron industries, 

We congratulate the Staffordshire men upon their prospects. If we 
do not get Mr. M‘CLEAN and Mr. HARTLEY, we shall certainly get 
Mr, HARTLEY or Mr. M‘CLEAN. Wehopeforboth. Inthe Western 
Division Mr, W, O. Foster is believed to be safe; and if Mr. FoLry 
should go, then we shall have Mr, SMITH CHILD, who himself has 
property in coal mines. The borough of Stafford now has the oppor- 
tunity of sendiag up a trade member in the place of young Mr. Bass, 
The candidate who comes forward to supply Mr. BAss’s place is Mr, 
R. C. CHAWNER, of Lichfield, who is largely interested in the same 
colliery property on Cannock Chase of which Mr. M‘CLEAN is the 
managing director. Mr. CHAWNER is amanof mature age, of much 
natural capacity, of extensive political knowledge, is a good speaker, 
and thoroughly conversant with the wants and wishes of the county, 
His prospects in Stafford are favourable, and if Mr. BASs’s going into 
Kast Staffordshire should lose us one of the two trade candidates be- 
fore in the field in that Division, but should result in the return of 
Mr. CHAWNER, the coal trade of Staffordshire will be somewhat com- 
pensated. Wednesbury may be supposed to be safe in Mr. A. BROGDEN. 
A few days ago a third opponent to that gentleman was thought to 
be likely, but after a conference between him and Mr, BROGDEN’S 
friends he became so satisfied of Mr. BROGDEN’S prospects, and so 
assured of his fitness, that he not only declines to come forward, but 
has determined to enliston Mr. BROGDEN’s behalf the practical sym- 
pathy of his personal friends. 

Stoke-upon-Trent is likely to be represented by a North Stafford- 
shire ironmaster, who is an employer of much labour, and interested 
in a wide degree in the mining property in that part of the kingdom. 
Surely, in place of Mr. RODEN, the voters of Stoke-upon-Trent will 
not prefer a “ working man’s candidate,” who is sent down to them 
from London. Dudley, we fear, is given over for the present to Mr. 
SHERIDAN, but it is a satisfaction that Mr. A. C. SHERRIFF, who is 
interested in mining property in North Wales, and likewise in joint- 
stock manufacturing concerns in South Staffordshire, will without 
much doubt go up for Worcester,

thing but anenviablecharacter. The revelations as to rattening, the 
taking off wheel-bands, the blowing up of houses, the murderous as- 
saults and actual murders which were confessed to by the perpetra- 
tors of them when examined before the Commission sent down to 
Sheffield, and of which Mr. OVEREND, Q.C., was the chief, have by no 
means prepossessed the workmen in favour of those who were the 
means of dragging out the damning evidence of such attrocities, Of 
all those who have sinned in bringing to light these acts of the 
Unionists Mr. ROEBUCK is, undoubtedly, thegreatestsinner. Through 
him, in the first instance, the Commission of Enquiry was appointed, 
and by his pertinacity he elicited a great deal of information as to 
the internal and external working of Unions from the leaders of 
them, which they would by no means have volunteered, or wish to 
have the public acquainted with. But the new Reform Bill has put 
about 20,000 of the workmen of Sheffield on the electoral list, and 
no inconsiderable number of that large body are much opposed to 
returning to Parliament the man who was the means of bringing 
so many foul deeds to light. Their endeavours have been seconded 
with hearty unanimity by the paid leaders and agitators of other 
Trades Unions; and during the past week, in addition to the local 
worthies, Mr. APPLEGARTH and Mr, CONOLLY, of London, have been 
holding forth to congenial and admiring audiences. The staple of 
their oratory has been abuse of Mr. RoEBUCK, and the extolling of 
Mr. MUNDELLA, of Nottingham, The last-named gentleman is well 
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of Arbitration and Conciliation for the settlement of trade disputes, 
and is what may be termed a volunteer candidate. No doubt all is 
fair in electioneering as in war, and as it may be presumed that Mr. 
MUNDELLA is as much opposed to many doings of the Sheffield Trades 
Unions as any sensible person can be; he is, of course, not adverse 
to tukingadvantage of Mr. ROEBUCK’s unpopularity amongsta certain 
class to forward his own interests. Mr, MUNDELLA, however, is appa- 
rently no ordinary man, for he states that the present expenditure of 
the country ought to be reduced by 20,000,000/. per annum, which puts 
something like 3, into the pocket of every working man in thetown. Of 
course, if such can be done, Mr. GLADSTONE, in the event of Mr. 
MUNDELLA’S return, will know where to find a Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who cannot help becoming very popular. It may be said 
that Mr. RoEBUCK’s leading opponents oppose him, as they state, on 
the ground that he is not a good party man, that the liberal leader 
of the House of Commons cannot depend on his vote, and, in fact, 
that he is a man who dares to assume the glorious privilege of being 
independent, even in Parliament. On the other hand, the Trades 
Unionists come boldly forward in their reasons for opposing him. 
That they are such as we have stated will be seen from the following 
resolution passed at one of the late meetings :— 
‘That this meeting is of opinion that the sweeping condemnations by the 
%- of this country of the artizans of Sheffield for the misdeeds of a few has 
fr much to damage this town in the estimation of the country generally ; and 
| we express our firm conviction that, if witnesses had been allowed to be examined 
before the London Commission, much of the odium cast upon the trades would 
have been removed ; and we consider Mr, ROEBUCK is unworthy the confidence 
of the electors of Sheffield for allowing over twelve months to elapse without 
insisting on witnesses being examined from Sheffield who could have given evi- 
dence as to the benefits and advantages of the local Unions, which they were 
prevented from doing before the examiners in Sheffield.’’ ; 
With regard to the sweeping strictures of the press on the artizans 
of Sheffield for the misdeeds of “a few,” it may be said that they were 
fully justified by the terrible revelations which were made as to the 
doings of organised societies, and not by a few persons. The con- 
cluding part of the resolution appears simply gratuitous, for why Mr. 
RoEBUCK should insist on witnesses being brought forward who could 
point out the advantages of the local Unions is not at all apparent. 
The employers of labour and the respectable portion of the work- 
ing men of Sheffield are greatly indebted to Mr. ROEBUCK for having 
brought such iniquities as were sworn to before the Commission to 
public notice, seeing that by so doing he had put an end toa reign 
of terrorism, murderous and secret, in connection with Trades Unions, 
such as never existed in any country. That Mr. RoEBUCK has the 
sympathy of the major part of the thinking portion of the working 
classes, who are free from Union influences, as well as with nearly 
the entire body of the employers of labour, we are well assured ; but 
there are a great many who are opposed to him from the causes we 
have stated, and who have even gone so far as to attempt to assault 
him whilst going from place to place to address the electors, It will 
indeed be to the lasting disgrace of Sheffield should the first act of 
the newly enfranchised be the rejection of Mr. ROEBUCK, and will 
lead not only this but other countries as well to believe that the ma- 
jority of the working men of that town still sympathise with deeds 
which rendered the name of Sheffield of such terrible import, For 
the reputation of the town, more especially for the reputation of the 
working men belonging to it, we trust that Mr. RoEBUCK will again 
be returned as an independent member of the House of Commons, 
of which he has long been a distinguished ornament, 








MANUFACTURE OF WROUGHT-IRON BY MACHINERY. 


Although considerable efforts were made to render the ironmasters, 
at least to some extent, independent of the puddlers, by introducing 
machinery, and from the excellent results obtained there certainly 
seemed to be every prospect that machine-puddled iron would take 
quite as prominent a position in the market as Bessemer steel—yet 
the matter appears to have fallen entirely into abeyance, whilst the 
manufacture of cheap steel is not only attracting more attention 
than formerly, but is actually causing the application of steel tomany 
purposes to which, compared with good and cheap wrought-iron, it 
is but ill adapted. Chemists have endeavoured to prove that the 
sole difference between pig-iron, wrought-iron, and steel is to be found 
in the varying quantity of carbon combined with the pure metal; 
but all who have been practically engaged in the handling of these 
metals well know that the difference depends much more upon me- 
chanical structure than uponchemical composition, and that, although 
experimental tests may appear toshow that given samples of wrought- 
iron and cast-steel are of equal strength, it is found by experience 
that the two metals cannot in all cases be substituted for each other. 
For the manufacture of rails it can be quite understood that steel is 
as good or even better than iron, because a rail has to bear pressure 
and friction upon it, itself remaining very nearly in one position, 
and for a rail steel would also have the advantage of resisting the 
effect of exposure to atmospheric and other similar changes better 
than iron, owing to its surface being more compact; but where a 
weight has to be supported by, and not upon, the metal, ironis to be 
preferred, because its structure is better able to bear the effect of 
tearing force. For this reason steel should never be employed in the 
construction of bridges, chains, or any like articles. 

The fibre which we find in wrought-iron, but which is never met 
with in steel, is of the utmost importance where a weight has to be 
sustained dy the metal, because when this fibre is present a slight 
flaw is not so liable to run, just as we can tear a piece of cloth an inch 
and stop, though if we try the same with a piece of glass we smash 
the pane. Now, steel has just the same sort of crystalline fracture as 
glass, whilst iron, if not exactly like cloth, is, at least, like a good 
felt. For these reasons it is much to be regretted that, because the 
manufacture of steel from pig-iron with a minimum of manual 
labour is easier than the manufacture of wrought-iron by machinery, 
such men as Mr. MENELAUS should abandon his efforts to produce 
machine-puddled iron, although he has undoubtedly the nucleus of 
a good invention, and success would secure him quite as great a name 
in the history of the iron trade as has been attained either by BEs- 
SEMER, MUSHET, or Cort. Machine-puddled iron is, beyond ques- 
tion, the want of the age, and both name and fortune awaits the man 
who is the first to produce it cheaply upon a commercial scale; the 
introduction of a wrought-iron at a price as far below that of 
Staffordshire brands as the present price of Bessemer metal is below 
that of best cast-steel produced by the old process would give an im- 
petus to the iron trade, even greater than that which resulted from 
the introduction of the puddling process itself, It would have been 
thought that long ere this the machine-puddled iron would have 
been regularly in the market. 

3o long since as March, 1865, it was stated in the Journal that Mr. 
MENELAUS had so far succeeded as to be enabled to produce a very 
fair quality of pig-iron without the puddler ; and at the same time it 
was announced that Messrs. CRAWSHAY and LEWIS had manufac- 
tured the finest cable iron by the simple admixture of a few chemicals 
with the molten iron in the puddling-furnace ; yet the old system is 
generally adhered to, and men who have taken a prominent part in 
supplying the market with wrought-iron are quietly permitting the 
steel makers to leave them in the background, Even that class of 
machine which sought only to do the rougher work of the puddling 
process, leaving the balling to be performed by manual labour, as 
before, is scarcely heard of, although it was admitted that a better 
quality of iron was turned out, and the labour of the puddler much 
lightened. At the Wombridge Iron Works, for example, an increase 
of 25 per cent. of iron was obtained with the same quantity of fuel, 
and the quality of the produce was absolutely better. Equally good 
results were likewise obtained with machines of similar character at 
the Old Park Iron Works; at Mr. EASTWOOD’s, at Derby ; at the 
Regent Iron Works, at Bilston, and elsewhere, yet machine-puddled 
iron is still unknown. Now, if, instead of lamenting the ignorance 
of our working classes as compared with those on the Continent, our 
iron manufacturers would avail themselves of the undeveloped in- 
ventions brought forward to aid them, there would be much less dif- 
ficulty in England maintaining her industrial superiority ; whilst if, 
asin the case of NASMYTH’S steam hammer, foreigners are permitted 
tv turn British discoveries to their own purpose before we recognise 
the worth of those discoveries, there may, indeed, be cause for la- 
mentation. The production of machine-made wrought-iron, with 
plenty of fibre, and of uniformly good quality, at a material reduc- 


ironmasters who should consider no exertions on their part too great, 
provided that problem can be solved. 





MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY, 
Patent Agent and Adviser, Memb. Soc, Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 


Messrs. E. BURTON, of Clapton, and J. LAWRENCE, of Uckfield, en- 
gineers, have specified a joint patent, relating to machinery for screen- 
ing and sifting coals, cinders, and other matters. Two sieves are 
suspended, one above the other, in a framework by suspension rods, 
These sieves are placed in an inclined position, the lower end of the 
upper sieve projecting beyond that of the lower one. The upper 
sieve is fed with the matters to be sifted by an endless belt, carrying 
buckets or elevators, which belt passes round two pullies, the lower 
one revolving in bearings near the ground, where the elevators are 
filled; the other, or upper one, being mounted in bearings at the top 
of the framework of the machine above the upper sieve, into which 
the elevators discharge their contents in passing round the upper 
pulley; this pulley is driven by band, or other gearing, communicat- 
ing with any suitable power, The substances passing through the 
upper sieve are received in the lower one, having finer meshes, so 
that only the fine dust can pass through, which dust is then received 
in a hopper, conducting it into a receptacle provided for the pur- 
pose. The sifted matters in the upper sieve pass down and out at its 
lower and projecting end. The matters which pass through the upper 
sieve but remain in the lower one pass out at its lower end, and are 
collected ina receptacle. The meshes of these sieves are made square 
instead of oblong, by which fouling of the meshes is lessened. 

Mr. W. E, NEWTON, of Chancery-lane, has specified a patent relating 
to the manufacture of illuminating gas in the distillation of hydro- 
carbons, and the making of gaseous fuel for heating purposes. This 
invention consists—l. In the mixing of hydro-carbon and hydro- 
oxygen in a vaporous condition, for the purposes of making an illu- 
minating gas, or for the distillation and afterwards condensation of 
hydro-carbons, or for producing gaseous fuel for heating purposes.— 
2, In superheating these mixed vapours before they are converted 
into a fixed and permanent gas, or are condensed for purification in 
the distillation of hydro-carbons.—3. In mixing with the vapours of 
hydro-carbon and of hydro-oxygen (after they have been acted upon 
in the retorts) atmospheric air, for the purpose of swelling or in- 
creasing their volume and aiding in their free burning, when used 
either as an illuminating gas or as a gaseous fuel.—4. In cooling the 
air-mixed gas (before it goes to the purifier), for the purpose of de- 
positing any portion thereof that may not have become a fixed gas, 
yet retains its vaporous condition.—5, In the use of chloride of cal- 
cium as a purifying agent, for removing the noxious compounds con- 
tained in the gas. 

Mr, CHAS, SANDERSON, of Worksop, has obtained Letters Patent 
for an invention relating to the manufacture of iron and stecl. In 
carrying out this invention the pig-iron is melted on the bed of a 
furnace at a high heat, with the damper so regulated as to get the 
whole of the metal into a fluid state as soon as possible. Sulphate 
of iron is then charged in, and the iron rabbled, at the same time 
the puddler must draw the damper wide, and cause a current of air 
to pass through the furnace. The fire must also be pushed on, in 
order to greatly increase the heat. Whilst the metal boils violently 
the gas will liberate itself, and with it the phosphorus, sulphur, and 
other volatilisable and oxydisable impurities. By these impurities 
becoming oxydised they will be brought into a gaseous state, and 
will by the strong draught be at once carried out of the furnace 
through the flue and up the chimney-stack, and in this way these 
gaseous impurities are got completely rid of out of the furnace, and 
cannot return, 








CASTINGS.—The exports of castings from the United Kingdom in 
the first eight months of this year amounted to 58,846 tons, as com- | 
pared with 50,224 tons in the corresponding period of 1867, and 
55,817 tons in the corresponding period of 1866, The increase in the 
weight of the castings sent in the first eight months of this year to 
Russia and British India pretty nearly accounts for the progress ob- 
servable this year. The value of the castings exported to Aug. 31 
this year was 472,7537. The weight of the castings exported in the 
ten years ending 1867, inclusive, was as annexed :—1858, 78,192 tons; 
1859, 81,302 tons; 1860, 74,971 tons; 1861, 75,055 tons; 1862, 66,553 
tons; 1863, 83,551 tons; 1864, 68,877 tons; 1865, 91,322 tons; 1866; 
76,401 tons; and 1867, 80,755 tons, The value of these exports was 
as annexed :—1858, 822,9797.; 1859, 795,819/.; 1860, 832,6387,; 1861, 
702,8241.; 1862, 574,1427.; 1863, 740,3102.; 1864, 670,1112.; 1865, 
792,5817.; 1866, 707,9927.; and in 1867, 677,4332. It cannot be said, 
therefore, that this branch of our export trade has made much pro- 
gress during the last ten years. 





New MetvAt For RAILs.—An improved metal for the manufac- 
ture of rails has been proposed, consisting of iron with an admixture 
of chrome ore. Ithas long been known that an alloy of about 40 per 
cent. of iron and 60 per cent. of chromium scratches glass almost as 
deeply as the diamond; and Fremy has stated that an alloy of iron 
and chromium may be formed by heating in a blast-furnace oxide 
of chromium and metallic iron; it resembles cast-iron, and scratches 
the hardest bodies, even har lened steel. Experiments are now being 
made at four of the largest rail mills in the United States, in order 
to test the value of an alloy of chrome ore and manganese, with the 
iron in the puddling-furnace, for hardening rail heads, and with every 
prospect of a successful result. Other experiments are being made 
to test the value of the process for the purpose of hardening plow 
castings, railroad car wheels, and other articles of iron fabrication, 
where there is great wear from friction, and requiring to be made 
very hard. As there has long been much difficulty in obtaining a 
market for much of the chrome ore raised in Great Britain and her 
colonies, the proposition is regarded with great interest. 





LABOUR-SAVING MACHINERY ON MINES.—That muchof thelabour 
now done by hand in connection with surface mine works could be 
better and more cheaply performed by hand machinery is acknow- 
ledged by many, and the cheap and compact sawing-machine manu- 
factured by Messrs. BARROWS and STEWART, of Banbury, Oxon, is 
one of those calculated to prove extremely useful at a mine: it will 
cut planks or battens into boards at a speed of from 15 to 60 ft. per 
minute, about 3-horse power being ample to drive it. Messrs, Bar- 
rows and Stewart have for a considerable time past had their atten- 
tion drawn to the gradually increasing demand for portable steam- 
engines, steam-pumps, mortar mills, saw benches, together with other 
numerous classes of machinery now universally admitted as indis- 
pensable for the expeditious execution of contracts of almost every de- 
scription ; and the demand made upon them for their specially manu- 
factured engines and machines has led them especially to study this 
class of machinery; and the demand on the Continent and in the 
colonies for first-class machinery has induced them to devote more 
than ordinary care to that class of machines which their long expe- 
rience in this branch has taught them to be most adapted to the re- 
quirements of the foreign trade. 





INTERCOMMUNICATION BETWEEN RAILWAY PASSENGERS AND 
GUARDS.—An ingenious system of communicating between one part 
of a railway train and another has been invented by Mr. JOHN 
WALMSLEY, of Preston. His invention consists in the use of a 
series of tubes, by preference of metal, fixed to the carriage, and pro- 
vided with india-rubber or other flexible connections, Communica- 
tion is made with each compartment, and there are arrangements to pre- 
vent the unnecessary use of the signals without detection. At the end of 
each tube is a metal mouth-piece with a whistle, and by which the atten- 
tion of the guard is arrested. The tubes are placed in each compartment of the 
carriages ; there isa slide over the mouth-piece, and directly this slide is re- 
moved, a red signal, about 6 in. in length, is displayed outside the carriage, so 
that the guard will be able to see at once from what compartment the whistle 
hascome. By this arrangement, anyone disposed to play a practical joke can 
be detected immediately, and afterwards punished according to the railway re- 
gulations. In the case of there being a second guard's van occupying a) inter- 
mediate position, a double system of tubes may be employed, one enabling the 
intermediate guard to communicate with the driver, and the other to communi- 
cate with the guard at the end of the train. Whenit is desired that passengers 


should be able to communicate with the guard or guards, Mr. Walmsley prefers 
to provide a separate system of tubes; but the invention will be none the less 
effective if the railway authorities desire to confine it to the driver and the 
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vantage in using the two sets of tubes is that confusion will be rendered im- 
possible, and that the attention of the driver will not be unnecessarily with- 
drawn from his duties by timid or foolish passengers. The coupling used for 
the connection of the tubes attached to the different carriages is a modification 
of the ordinary conical joint coupling, the end of the flexible tube being inserted 
in the metal body of the coupling anda metal ferrule, the outer end of what con- 
stitutes the male portion of the joint being forced into the end of the flexible 
tube, witha view toensure permanency to the coupling. The invention is capa- 
ble of cheap application, aud well worthy the examination of those interested. 








REPORT FROM SCOTLAND, 


Oct. 28.—Scotch Pig-Iron has been again weaker in price, through 
the influence of “ bulls” seeking to realise; but the speculative os- 
cillations are confined to a range of from 3d. to 6d. per ton, and can 
do little damage. The shipments for the week just ended, taken by 
themselves, show an advance of nearly 2000 tons on the correspond- 
ing week of last year, but when subtracted from the previous deficits 
there is left a balance of 35,000 tons to be made up before the ship- 
ments of this year equal those of last; and this is not now likely to 
be realised in the few weeks which are to run of the present year, 
For the week which has just closed the total shipments amounted to 
12,495 tons ; in the same week of last year they were 10,550 tons, 
Of this week's shipments nearly 8000 tons were sent to foreign ports, 
Very little business was done in this market till to-day, and what 
was done was at a considerable decline. To-day the market was ex- 
ceedingly flat, but large quantities of iron were pressed for sale, and 
about 10,000 tons sold at 52s, 9d. to 52s. 7}d. cash, and 52s, 103d. a 
month, closing buyers 52s, 74d, sellers 52s, 9d. No. 1, g.m.b., 53s. ; 
No. 3, 50s. 9d.; Coltness, 58s,; Gartsherrie, 57s,; Langloan, 54s, Manu- 
factured Iron is not expanding in demand, although makers keep 
well engaged, with prices stationary. The works are employed on 
mixed orders for bars, plates, and angle-iron, no one description tak- 
ing the lead. The season of the year for active shipbuilding being 
past angle-iron is not so much in demand, but we are glad to learn 
that contracts for new vessels are being entered into to a very cheer- 
ing extent on the Clyde, three paddle-steamers having been engaged 
for the Ottoman Government. 

Coals are meeting with occasional demand for shipment, at prices 
varying from 6s. 6d. to 7s, 6d. a ton, f.o.b. in the Clyde ; burnt steam 
coal, 9s. 6d. to 10s. a ton, The demand for domestic purposes is im- 
proving with the season. The shipments for the week show a total 
of 31,070 tons; in the corresponding week last year they were 27,925 
tons. The miners have held their usual weekly conference and sub- 
ordinate meetings, and report that an increase in their wages of 6d, 
a day is imminent; they could even report the names of firms who 
had promised them the advance from the lst proximo. Coal masters 
will do the best they can to gain an advance on current quotations, 
but they are not over hopeful of the result. 

The Glasgow Association of Engineers held their opening meeting 
of the session last weck, when Mr. John Page, C.E., reviewed the different en- 
gineering works visited by him during the recess. Of the Runcorn Bridge and 
Bermuda Dock he gave many interesting details. He also alluded to the pro- 
posed scheme of Messrs, Bateman and Bazalgette for the purification of the 
Clyde. After noticing a few of the schemes which have been brought before the 
public in a crude state, he concluded an earnest address to the young members 
of the association. 

The Crofthead Thread Mills have just been extended, and some 
excellent new machinery erected. Engines to work up to 700-horse power, fitted 
with the latest improvements, have been furnished by Messrs. Turnbull, Grant, 
and Davis, of Port Dundas, Glasgow, and work with the greatest smoothness. 
The boilers giving steam to the engines, and supplying other purposes of the 
work, which were made and fitted up by Mr. W. Wilson, Lily Bank Boiler Works, 
Glasgow, are seven in number, each 25 feet long, 74 feet diameter, with two 
internal furnaces, flues each 38 in. diameter, and having three welded conical 
tubes. The flues arealsobound with strong welded hoops, on the most approved 
manner. On the top of each boiler is placed a horizontal steam dome, 10 feet 
long, 244 feet diameter, to which the Junction valve and steam pipes are attached, 
These large boilers were conveyed to the site with the greatest ease by Mr. Wil- 
son without a hitch ora finger being hurt. After steam was got up for the first 
time, everything proved itself to the greatest perfection. The starting of the 
machinery by Mrs, Orr on Monday, was celebrated by a luncheon given by Mr 
Orr the proprietor of the works. 

Great interest was excited at a recent sitting of the Hamilton 
Sheriff Court by the hearing of some important mine inspection cases. M., Kerr, 
underground manager ; Oliver Logan, overman; and James Wilson, fireman; 
at the Ferniegare Colliery for having permitted workmen to work with unlocked 
lamps. The payels pleaded not guilty, but the sheriff after hearing the argu- 
ments, imposed a fine against each of the panelsof 2l. ; failing payment, 21 days 
imprisonment. ‘Two of the colliers were accused of using unlocked lamps. ‘The 
panels pleaded guilty, but stated in extenuation that they had worked with the 
lamps just as the others had done, The Procurator Fiscal in craving sentence, 
did not press for a heavy penalty ; the Sheriff, therefore, inflicted a small fine— 
5s. each, with the alternative of four days imprisonment. 





REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Ocr. 29.—The Iron Trade throughout nearly the whole of Derby- 
shire is now much better than it has been, although in many places 
it is not what can be called active. The works of Messrs. Appleby, 
near to Eckington, are very busy, two of the furnaces being in blast, 
whilst a considerable quantity of castings and pumps are being 
turned out, A considerable tonnage of coal from the same place is 
being forwarded to London, where the Sitwell Wallsend are in good 
request, There is more doing in heavy and general castings at 
Staveley, whilst the works on the Erewash Valley line of railway are 
also doing more than they have been, The Butterley Company, which 
is the largest iron-producing firm in Derbyshire, among others, are 
showing more activity, and the puddlers are said to be doing about 
four turns per week. Most of the mills are also kept better going, 
and the prospects of the trade are of a more encouraging character. 
The demand for house coal has also improved during the week, and 
the Staveley Company in particular have sent out a larger tonnage 
than for some time past. There is also considerably more doing in 
steam coal for the Midland Counties, and in household qualities for 
London and the South. Many of the collieries are working full 
time, and others five days a week. Coal suitable for furnace pur- 
poses is also being forwarded by the Erewash Valley line to Finedon 
and Wellingborough to the Messrs. Butlin and the Glendon Iron 
Company, and who in return send the wagons back loaded with the 
Northamptonshire ironstone, which is now being better appreciated 
than it formerly was. At the Lockoford Colliery, near Chesterfield, 
which some short time since was taken to by a company after being 
idle or abandoned, there is a good deal of activity, now that the 
water has been cleared and the coal being got. There are now nearly 
400 men employed at the colliery, and that number, it is confidently 
stated, will be greatly increased between now and the new year, 
Several of the heavy branches of the Sheffield trades are becoming 
more active, and will do so to the end of the year.

THE OPENING OF A NEW COLLIERY AT UNSTONE.—On Tuesday 
the first sod of a new pit belonging to the Unstone Coal and Coke Company wa- 
turned by Miss Harrison, daughter of Captain Harrison, of Rotherham, The 
place selected for sinking the shaft is in a field adjoining Unstone Mill, and is 
ahout 100 yards from the turnpike-road leading from Chesterfield to Dronfield. 
Tt is situated on the slope of a hill, and les very convenient for the fall of the 
water, and for tipping the dirt as it comes out ef the pit. When the shaft is 
sunk a branch line of rails will be laid down to connect the colliery with the 
new Sheffield Railway, which runs close by. The shaft is about 12 ft. clear, 
and will run down about 100 or 120 yards, when the ** black shale’? coal will be 
reached. A driftis being driven at the foot of the hill, which will serve several 
purposes, It will communicate with the main shaft, and will take off the to; 
water, and Case the sinking. It will afford a supply of water for the engines, 
&c., close at hand, and will furnish a supply of engine coal while the other 
shaft Is boing sunk. The previous borings have been very satisfactory, and It 
is calculated that the new colliery will be very productive. Mr. Chas, Thorold 
is the lord of the manor, and it ts under his land that the coal will be got. 
When the workings are complete coke ovens and washing apparatus will be fixed 
up, and after a time blast-furnaces will be erected, so that there is no doubt the 
new colliery will prove a great boon to the neighbourhood, Amongst the com- 
pany we notice—Messrs. R. G. Coke, mineral agent to Mr. Thorold; BE.

tically under any control, and many, it is said, are prowling about 
the streets who were and still would be at work but for these restric- 
tions, A letlerin the Wolverhampton Chronicle, signed “ A Working 
Man, complains very bitterly of having to pay a doctor 3s. 6d. fora 
certificate for every boy he employs, and which he must do within 
six days of employing him. He says he employed three under him, 
and had to pay these fees, and adds— 

** Sometimes the lad proved useless to me, which T had no means of aseertain- 
fng in so short a time as the six days’ trial. The result was ds. 6d, for that, 
Sometimes the lad left mo twoor three days after [ had paid the #s, éd, forhim, 
then this was lost ; and so T went along, for (he first six months paying some- 
thing like 24s. for this surgeon’s taxes, till at last | got out of all my lads, and 
sinee then Lhave been working alone Without any lads at all. This is only a 
very common occurrence, for I kuow of some scores of the like cases myself 
that have similarily taken place. L find, too, that just In the same manner 
that 1} have had to suffer through the evil effects of the surgcon's fees, that the 
Masters themselves similarly have to suifer, only upon a much largerscale, and 
hence the cause of their not employing this kind of labour. Surely, it must 
be manifest who are the great sufferers in the end by this tax on labour, for, 
passing by the employers, just fancy what must be the position of the widows, 
the parents of families, who are dependent upon the employment of thelrchildren 
for their mutual support,’’ 


These evils are the result of hasty and sweeping legislation, and 
show the advantage of a vigorous opposition, which prevents any 
measure being adopted until it has borne the test of hostile criticism. 

Another case of complaint of smoke from a colliery engine was 
heard at Bilston, on Tuesday, and was adjourned for a month, to en- 
able the defendant to adopt a plan for consuming the smoke, which

The last excursion of the North Staffordshire Naturalists’ Field 
Club took place on Tuesday, when about 30 members, including se- 
veral ladies, visited the Deep Pit, Hanley, the property of Earl Gran- 
ville. The manager, Mr. Strick, accompanied them, and the descent 
of 530 yards was made with great rapidity and ease, and many inei- 
dents of the adventure gave rise to numerous jokes. The end of the 
visitors’ explorations was a lofty vaulted chamber, which it was 
stated had been excavated for the purposes of an engine-house, it 
being the intention of the manager to sink from that point a shaft 
100 yards deep, in order to reach a valuable seam of coal knewn as

The temperature of the air at the bottom of the pit is 62°, and the return air 
73°. The pit is ventilated by two furaaces set at the bottom of each of the Clay 
hole shafts, one being 4 ft.9in. by 9ft., and the other 5 ft. by 9 ft.; and the 
quantity of air descending the downcast shaft is about 60,000 cubic feet per 
ninute, Hach seam has a separate split of air, and after having traversed thx 
face of the workings returns to the upeast shaft. Preparations are being mad 
near the bottom of the Clayhole shafts to sink to the Hardmine, or Sparrow 
Butts, coal, for which purpose a boiler-house has been made, in which the boilers 
are placed, and an engine-house prepared, but the engines have not yet been 
erecied, in consequence of some other expensive work being donein thepit. The 
sinking to the Hardmine has been postponed, but will be commenced as soon as 
the other work is c>inpleted.”’ 

Achartermaster named Lathan, in the employ of Messrs. North and 
Wright, in a colliery near Rowley Regis, was killed on Friday last by 
a fall of coal; he was greatly respected.

JAMES RUSSELL AND Sons, (LIMItTep), WEDNESBURY,—This ex- 
tensive establishment is one of the oldest in the country for the manufacture 
of all kinds of gas, locomotive, and othertubes. The,concern dates back, indeed, 
to 1816; and Russell's first tube patent was taken cut in 1824, The works bear 
unmistakeable evidence, of having undergone a system of gradual expansion, 
until they now cover a considerable area, The entrance is through an impos- 
ing facade, containing various rooms appropriated to cducational purposes— 
reading rooms, library, class, and lecture rooms, In contiectlon with the works is 
an excellent brass band. ‘The first part of the works are occupied in the manu- 
facture of taper tubes, for telegraph posts in India. It has bcen found imprac- 
ticable to use wood, as the insects destroy the material so rapidly ; hence the 
use of iron for this purpose. The tubes are made in a very ingepious manner, 
by an arrangement devised and patented by the manzger, Mr. Lambton Brown. 
By this means the taper tubes can be turned outas readily as it they were of 
uniform diameter, A large quantity of small tubing is manufactured fer bed- 
stead stuff, and is consumed in the neighbouring district. These tubes are cut 
into lengths, and are polished by being placed in a roasting cylinder fora length 
oftime, The pieces of strip to be made int» tubes are first subjected to the action 
of a bending machine (a crocodile, as it is not inaptly termed>?, and in this way 
they are roughly shaped, They arethen put intoa heating furnace, constructed 
upon Stemens’s patent, and when a welding temperature has been obtained, 
the iron is drawn through the proper moulaing apparatus, aud becomes a per- 
fectly welded tube. The hot tubes are next passed under huge slabs, and are 
speedily straightened, fn this department we saw sever of Siemens’s furnaces 
in operation. One remarkable feature about the works is the application of 
tubes to almost every purpose. The boilers, three in number, are constructed 
entirely of tubes, secured together by a Junction that allows of the removal of 
single tubes in a most expeditious manner, The water is forced through the 
system of tubes by small engines, and is thus made to pass over the fire 26 times. 
The whole arrangement is cased in a plate-iron chamber. It is impossible that 
any serious accident ¢an happen from explosion with this multitablar boiler; 
for if a tube burst it isa matter of only trifling inconvenience, and the defect 
can be remedied in an hour, ‘The boiler will evaporate 6 to 9 Ibs. of water with 
1 lb. of small coal, Thisclass of beiler only requires to be more generally knowu 
to be more extensively adopted, especially in confined situations, where an ex- 
plosion would produce the most disastrous effects. The boiler was patented 
by York and Benson, but the patent is now held by this firm, 

In one corner of the works we find a long range of gas generators for supply- 
ing the various Siemens’ regenerative furnaces. Nine of these are of the ordi- 
nary kind, but four others combine the production of coke with the manufac- 
ture of gas. It is due to this firm to state that they have expended large sums 
of money, and have made many improvements in the furnaces, until they have 
now been brought to a high state of efficiency for the particular work carried 
on. The next department of the works is devoted to the manufacture of spiral 
coils for tuyeres, &c., and of connections of various kinds, A considerable area 
is occupied with furnaces for the manufacture of lapwelded locomotive tubes, 
which is a branch of the trade specially developed by this firm, There is nothing 
peculiar in the manipulation of these pipes, though, of course more care is re- 
quired in the manufacture, and a higher quality of strip is required, The pipes, 
when made, are all tested by steam and hydraulic pressure, the highest pressure 
employed being 13,000 Ibs. per square inch. The foundry department includes 
the manufacture of all kindsof brass cocks, taps, and fittings required in con- 
nection with tubes, The screwing shops are necessarily very extensive, and here 
the latest improvements have been introduced for performing the operations in 
the most expeditious and economical manner, ‘The double screw-machines are 
patented by the manager, and area great advance upon the methods usually 
adopted. In connection with the welding of boiler tubes, we ought to mention 
a double furnace that isin successful operation, the grate being so arranged that 
two sets of tubes can he heated and worked at the same time from the opposite 
ends of the furnace. Thearrangements in connection with this furnace are also 
patented by Mr. Brown. In this part of the works we inspected some of the 
more remarkable specimens of tubes that have been turned out from the esta- 
blishment. The longest tube made is 54 ft. 1 in.; the largest is 15 in. in dia- 
meter. The larger sizes of tubes are in some cases used for curious purposes, 
one application being for ordinary gate posts. The heaviest tubes made weigh 
as much as from 16 to 17 ewts. each. The extent of the operations carried on 
by this firm may be estimated from the fact that about 140 tons of finished iron 
are used up per week, and that the total length of tubing turned out per annum 
averages from six to eight million lineal feet. The works cover an extent of 
nearly four acres, and the nuvaber of people employed generally averages about 
four hundred. A short time ago the firm passed into the bandsof a limited 
company, though the management remains substantially what it was previously, 
Mr. Joseph Smith is the general manager of the concern, and Mr, Lambton 
Brown the practical manager. The works in question deservedly occupy the 
leading position in this branch of trade, though a number of other establish- 
ments exist in the neighbourhood, the locality having become the priucipal seat 
of the tube manufacture,—/ron Trade Review. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES. 

Ocr, 29.—The Iron Trade of this district is gradually assuming an 
aspect very different to that it bore two or three months ago, For 
several months the hands engaged were not employed more than one- 
half or two-thirds of their time, but now.they are working with some- 
thing like regularity. The present quarter is known to be the dullest 
in the year, yet it is satisfactory to find that makers will in all pro- 
bability be enabled to find sufficient work for their men until the com- 
mencement of the spring quarter, This belief is considerably strength- 
ened from the fact that within the past two or three weeks makers 


tors will be compelled to have recourse to short time. The quantity 
of coal shipped to the East is below the average, but to some ports 
of South America large quautities have been sent. There is a fair 
amount of business being transacted with the Mediterranean ports, 
but the want of tonnage has tended to check operations. For house 
jualities the demand is gradually improving consequent upon the 
increasiug coldness of the weather, but before this branch of the 
trade attains anything like a satisfactory position a considerable im. 
provement must be experienced. 

A great number of labourers and others are’ busily employed in re- 
pairing portions of the puddlers’ furnaces and other parts of Peny- 
darren Works, and it is very probable that before many weeks have 
‘lapsed the whole of these works, which have been closed for a period 
of nearly seven years, will be in full operation. It has long been

FrencH Honour TO WELSH STEAM COAL,—The value and im- 
portance of the steam coal of the Aberdare and Merthyr districts are becoming 
generally recognised and appreciated in the scientific and commercial world, 
and, consequently, the demand for such commodity becomes proportionately 
greater to the increase of the material wealth of the districts and the various 
ports at which it is shipped. It is now as nearly as possible half a century sinee 
the first seam of this coal was worked upon anything like a seale of importance 
by Mr. Wayue, who may be justly regarded as the pioneer of the Aberdare steam 
coal trade. The coal was discovered a year or two previously, but its value 
was not known, and a few levels only were worked for local requirements. In 
the year 1806, however, Mr. Wayne, sen., made the acquaintance of Mr. Craw- 
shay’s nephew, and these two enterprising young men entered into partnersbily 
for the purpose of working this coal. Mr. Wayne's practical knowledge soor 
found out the advantage of working the coal in its proper strata, and he at 
once set about sinking a shaft, and from that time to the present has the coal 
been working, yearly increasing in importance, and silently winning for itself 
a commercial standing which might justly be envied. And what wonderful re- 
sults have sprung from the partnership we have named! At the time to which 
we allude Aberdare and Merthyr were mere straggling villages, with bat poor 
and sparse populations—the ports of Cardiff, Swansea, Neath, and Briton Ferry 
were little better than fishing-harbours, comparatively speaking unknown in the 
kingdom ; whilst the two young gentlemen to whom we have referred weresim- 
ply energetic and determined men of practical knowledge and foresight, But 
the opening out of the Aberdare steam coal has worked quite a revolution. The 
Aberdare and Merthyr district is now one of the most extensive iron and coal 
districts in the United Kingdom, if not in the world, with a population of at 
least 100,000, and of such commercial standing that a second representative has 
just been given it under the New Reform Act. The ports of Cardiff, Swansea, 
Neath. &c., are now amongst the principal ports in the kingdom, with their 
docks filled with vessels of the largest tonnage, and bearing the flags of ev: ry 
nation in the world, But, what is still more, the pioneers of the steam coal 
trade of South Wales have now become—the one Sir Joseph Bailey, leaving:

It is also a source of 
gratification to find that prices continue firm, and should nothing arise 
to check the improvement now gradually setting in, it is very probable | 
that an advance will take place at the commencement of the new year, 
Throughout the district the prevailing opinion is that the trade will 
go on steadily improving until it has reached something like its former 
prosperity. It is clear that the advantages offered to buyers at the 
present time will not continue for any lengthened period, it being evi- 
dent that the days of low prices are drawing toa close, The increased 
vitality evinced in the home trade is fully sustained, and it is gene- 
rally believed it is not a mere temporary spurt, but on a permanent 
and satisfactory basis, Large quantities of rails are about to be for- 
warded to the British colonies, and vessels are wanted to convey iron 
to California, and to one or two of the South American ports. Ad- 
vices from America are considered favourable as to future require- 
ments, but there is not that activity witnessed in clearances to the 
United States as characterised the trade during the past two or three 
weeks, In previous reports it has been stated that for some little time 
past considerable quantities of rails have been sent to the States, and 
it is well known that stocks in that country are rather large ; and this, 
together with the excitement consequent upon the election of Presi- 
dent, fully accounts for the slight dulness which now prevails, W ith 
the South American States there is but little doing ; in fact, business 
with that country is almost at a standstill, There is little or no alter- 
ation to note in transactions with continental houses, enquiries con- 
| tinuing about the same as last week. Bars command a ready sale, 
| principally for the foreign markets, and pigs of the best brands rea- 
| lise full list quotations. : 
During the past week the Tin-Plate Trade has not materially al- 
tered its position. The price of tin, however, has again advanced, 
but until stocks in the American markets become considerably re- 
duced, it is not expected, owing to the increasing competition in the 
make, that the price of plates will become firm, much less improve. 








The attempt to regulate industrial technology upon the basis of 
purely philological reasoning not unfrequently leads to most attrac- 
tive displays of erudition, which prove the source of most annoying 
perplexities to men of business, although they may be of consider- 
able interest to those whose labours in the field of practical expe- 
rience do not interfere with their uninterrupted pursuit of theoretical 
subjects, and chemistry has ever been, both with amateurs and pro- 
fessors, favourite science upon which to found theories for the 
assistance of students. But if theorists have perplexed practical men 
as much as they have aided them it is beyond question that the ex- 
pressions and technicalities used by the working chemist havesometimes proved 
exceedingly perplexing to theorists; thus, one is unable to assign any definite 
meaning to the term ‘‘ acid,’’ and another expresses the utmost surprise that 
such excellent results are obtained in practice by men who neglect to consider 
the quantivalence of imaginary radicals—and the result has been the proposi- 
tion to abandon the use of the terms they do not understand, on the one hand, 
and endeavour to compel practical men to describe simple industrial processes 
in unintelligible jargon. ‘The inconvenience to which the partial adoption of 
such suggestions as these give rise is almost beyoud conception, it being, in some 
cases, positively unsafe to trust to the scientific nomenclature and symbolisa- 
tion, unless explained by annexing the vulgar names, whilst with regard to the 
facility for conveying instruction to others the high scientific style certainly 
does not offer especial advantage. But this style is gradually becoming more 
admired in our schools, and amongst the most recent contributions to this class 
of literature is the compact little treatise of Dr. Thomas Wood,* the lecturer on 
chemistry at Brighton College. Dr. Wood’s chief object is to show that the 
term acid is not necessary in teaching chemistry ; that clearer and more ac- 
curate views on chemical subjects will be instilled into the minds of begin- 
ners without it than by using it, as is done at present in most class-bookt and 
classes; and that its employment, even in the most limited degree, without 
assigning to ita definite meaning, is improper, since it leaves only a hazy idea 
of what is intended where clearness is one of the first objects to be, if possi- 
ble, attained. Now, Dr. Thompson tells us that the term “acid” is gene- 
rally “applied to such bodies as replace each other in their union with 
bases,”’ and, however hazy an idea may be conveyed by such a definition, it is 
beyond question that the recognition of the two great classes--acids and alka- 
lies—is of immense practical advantage, if only for facilitating classification. 
Dr. Wood, however, abandons the term ‘‘ acid’’ altogether, and does not even 
attempt to find a substitute —his grounds for doing so being that there is no 
strongly-marked line which he can select to form their limit, yet he employs the 
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term “‘alkali’’ with freedom, although it is certainly a not less objectionable 
term. In the ordinary affairs of life the use of arbitrary and generally under-

From these observations the nature of Dr. Wood’s book will be thoroughly un- 
derstood —it is acompound of the Anglo-Teutonic nomenclature first given in 
Hofmann’s “ Modern Chemistry,’ and of that met with in the popular ele- 
mentary chemical works of France; in fact, the names of the elements and 
salts would be the exact translation of the French, but for the circumstance 
that whenever the word * acid *’ would have occurred had the book been written 
in France it has been carefully expunged, whilst the indicator of quantiva- 
lence—uni, di, tri, quadri, &c.—has, in most cases, been transferred from the 
non-basylous to the basylous element, of which the salt is composed. But, 
although it may not appear desirable to adopt the nomenclature proposed by 
Dr. Wood, it must not be supposed that his work is devoid of merit—it contrasts 
most favourably with many of the mere compilations put forward even by men of 
high position in the chemical world, and gives evidence of much original thought 
having been exercised and of great skillin simpieand methodical arrangement.
